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Thacker upsets favorite at Indy 
NHRA U.S. Nationals

INDIANAPOLIS, IN, AUG. 29-SEPT. 3 


“Underdog” Roy “Frog” Thacker barely quali- 
field for the eight-bike Top Fuel field last week- 
end at the 25th annual U.S. Nationals drag 
races at Indianapolis Raceway Park. But, when 


the final race had been com- 
pleted, it was Thacker and his 
Kawasaki in the winner’s circle 
in drag racing’s largest and rich- 
est event. 


Thacker, a veteran Top Fuel rider 
from Arlington, VA, piloted his 
Lynchburg Kawasaki past favorite Jim 
Bernard with a fine holeshot start in 
the final round to capture his biggest 
career victory. The final round 
marked the first time in U.S. 
Nationals history in which a Harley- 
Davidson did not make a Top Fuel 
final round. 

Thacker piloted his Kawasaki to a 
quarter-mile clocking of 7.84 seconds 
with atop speed of 175.43 mph to hold 
off the late challenge of Bernard, the 
Yamaha rider of La Mirada, CA, who 
recorded a quicker elapsed time at 
7.75 seconds and a faster speed at 
181.81 mph. However, for Bernard, 
the race is won by the first rider to the 
finish line and Thacker’s holeshot start 
was enough to claim top honors and 


first place payoff. 

Bernard, the NHRA 1977 Winston 
World Champion in Top Fuel, proved 
to be the class of the Top Fuel 
qualifying by taking his Teson/Ber- 
nard Yamaha, sponsored by R.C. 
Engineering, to the number one slot 
with a fine 7.57 with a top speed of 
183.67. Jim’s qualifying time proved to 
be low elapsed time of the Top Fuel 
competition at this year’s U.S. 
Nationals. 

Recent IDBA Summer Nationals 
winner Elmer Trett of Oxford, OH, 
rode his Harley-Davidson to the 
second position in qualifying at 7.67 
and 182.55 mph. Rounding out the 
top three slots was Kawasaki-mounted 
Ernie Rife of Dayton, OH, who clocked 
at7.81 at 180.36. 


On Rife’s qualifying attempt, the 
front wheel on his Kawasaki began to 
wobble and the 25-year old rider was 
thrown from his machine after 
crossing the finish line and struck the 
guard rail. Rife was rushed to 


Methodist Hospital in Indianapolis 
where he succumbed to injuries. 

Other Top Fuel qualifiers included 
former U.S. Nationals winner Joe 
Thronson of Greenville, MS, riding a 
Harley-Davidson, at 7.88 and 178.57; 
Ken Blackburn of Swanton, OH, 
aboard a Kawasaki, at 7.96 seconds 
and top speed of the event at 184.42 
mph; veteran Marion Owens of 
Oklahoma City, OK, also on a Harley, 
at 8.05 and 172.41; Honda-mounted 
Chris Hand of Nauvad, AL, at 8.065 
and 168.53; and Thacker, at 8.066 
and 173.07, rounded out the eight- 
bike field. 

Past U.S. Nationals champion T.C. 
Christenson of Kenosha, WI, was the 
first alternate at 8.23 and 170.13 with 
his twin-motored Norton, and he 
moved into the starting lineup in place 
of Rife. 

In the first round of Top Fuel 
action, Bernard proved that he was 
the rider to beat when he defeated 
Blackburn and his Kawasaki with a 
strong 7.61 at 184.42 mph to the Ohio 
rider’s 8.04 and 174.75 clocking. 
Christenson surprised Hand in the 
second race of round one with a time 
of 8.23 and a speed of 165.13 to the 
Honda rider's off-pace 8.78 and 
160.71. ? 

A battle of Harleys highlighted the 
next race with Trett putting away 
Owens with a time of 7.78 and 181.81 
to Marion’s slowing 8.24 at only 
160.71. The closest race of the first 


s 


round found Thacker upsetting 
Thronson and his Harley with a 
quarter-mile reading of 7.82 at 174.75 
to Joe’s 7.95 at 178.92 mph. 

Bernard continued his domination 
with an easy semi-final victory over 
Christenson. Jim took his Yamaha 
through quarter-mile light beams at 
7.71 seconds with a top speed of 
182.55 to T.C.’s slowing 9.11 at 
152.80 mph. By far, the closest race of 
the entire Top Fuel competition came 
in the other semi-final battle. Thacker 
just nipped Trett with a 7.94 to 
Elmer's 7.95 to advance to the final 
round. Trett was charging at the top 
end with a 180.72 to “Frog’s” 173.41, 
but the Harley rider came up short. 

With low e.t. in both rounds of 
eliminations, Bernard was the obvious 
favorite against the number eight 
qualifier Thacker. “Frog” figured his 
only chance was to cut a quick green 
light off the start — and that’s exactly 
what he did. 

Off the starting line, Thacker held a 
bikelength advantage and Bernard 
slowly cut away at the “Frog’s” lead. 
Jim could not catch up to Thacker’s 
Kawasaki, and Thacker pulled off the 
major upset to take home the first 
prize. 

Top Fuel motorcycles will make 
their final appearance in the 1979 
NHRA Winston World Championship 
Series on Oct. 5-7 at Ontario Motor 
Speedway in the 15th annual Winston 
World Finals. e

Vance golden at NHRA “Silver 
Anniversary” Nationals

After settling for the bridesmaid’s role in two 
previous National Hot Rod Association Nation- 
al events this year, U.S. Suzuki factory rider 
Terry Vance finally made it to the winner’s cir- 


in the nation’s largest and rich- 
est drag racing event, the 25th 
annual ‘Silver Anniversary” 
U.S. Nationals at Indianapolis 
Raceway Park. 

Vance, the 24-year-old General 
Manager of R.C. Engineering in 
Gardena, CA, pulled off the holeshot 
start in the final round of Pro Stock 
motorcycle competition to upset the 
number one qualifier, Bob Carpenter 
of Cornwells Heights, PA, to record 
his firt NHRA National event title. 

Riding a GS 1000cc Suzuki, Vance 


parlayed the quick start and recorded — 


a quarter-mile clocking of 9.19 
seconds with a top speed of 144.69 
mph to defeat Carpenter’s quicker 
9.16 at 143.08 mph and notched the 
biggest victory of his racing career. 
Coming off a major win at the 
IDBA Summer Nationals in 





Washington, D.C., Vance piloted his 
Suzuki to second position in qualifying 
with a time of 9.12 seconds and top- 
end speed of 145.63 mph. Terry took 
out the likes of Vicki Farr, Rick Klie 
and Carpenter to grab top honors in 
the eight-bike lineup. 

Carpenter, the winner of the NHRA 
Summernationals in Englishtown, NJ, 
in July, held down the number one 
position in qualifying with low e.t. of 
the event at 9.08 seconds with a speed 
of 145.35. Bob figured to be the 
favorite entering the final 
eliminations, as his 900cc Kawasaki 
Z1 had dominated the action in New 
Jersey and during qualifications. 

Sid Pogue of Oklahoma City, OK, 
the first Pro Stock rider to break the 
nine second barrier at Washington, 
D.C., rounded out the top three slots 
with a 9.15 at 146.57 mph, top speed 
of the meet. 


Fourth spot in qualifying went to 
Butch Pace of Edwardsville, IL, 
aboard a Kawasaki, with a quarter- 
mile time of 9.29 at 143.08 mph, 
followed by Kawasaki-mounted 
Wayne Buckler of Ft. Myers, FL, 
winner of the opening two events on 
the NHRA circuit this year, at 9.30 
seconds and 142.86. Vicki Farr of 
Skiatook, OK, the only female 
competitor, at 9.31 and 142.85, Rich 
Klie also of Edwardsville, IL, at 9.48 
and 140.62 and Suzuki mounted 
Johnny Gibbs of Shreveport, LA, 
rounded out the eight-bike starting 
field at 9.58 and 137.61. 

However, Gibbs’ Suzuki was unable 
to make the first round of eliminations 
and first alternate Geoff Masters of 
Cleveland Heights, Ohio moved into 
the lineup with his Kawasaki. 

In the opening round of action, 
Carpenter led off with a victory over 
Buckler in a battle of previous NHRA 
National event victors. Bob rode his Z1 
to low elapsed time of the entire 
eliminations with a strong 9.12 at 
144.46 to the Florida rider’s 9.37 and 
140.62. Klie pulled off the upset in the 
second matchup by defeating Pogue 
with a 9.43 and 141.50 to Sid’s reading 
of 9.52'and 142.18. 


Vance started his march to victory 


lane by beating Vicki Farr in the first 
round with a clocking of 9.15 at 
145.39 to the gal's 9.37 and 143.08, 
while Pace put the alternate, Masters, 
out of action in the final race of the 
first round. Butch rode his Kawasaki 
to a time of 9.20 and 144.00 to Geoff's 
off-pace 9.58 at 139.53. 

Semi-finals found Carpenter taking 
on Klie and Vance battling Pace, as 
the two finalists continued their march 
to the anticipated finale. Carpenter 
képt his consistency with a fine 9.15 
and 144.00 to put away Klie, who 
notched a 9.46 at 139.96 mph. A red- 
light start by Pace gave Vance the easy 
advancement to the final round, but 
Terry ran a solid 9.24 at 143.76 to 
Pace’s 9.47 and 142.63. 

In the finale, Carpenter had the 
option and the favorite chose the left 
lane, which was the same choice of 
many race car drivers throughout the 
U.S. Nationals. 

However, off the starting line, it was 
Vance with the definite advantage and 
Terry was able: to hold off Bob's 
Kawasaki for the win and the top 
money.

Mauger takes record sixth, 
Moran places fourt

New Zealander Ivan Mauger set a new standard 
for cumulative World Speedway Champion- 
ships, scoring his record-setting sixth title be- 
fore 120,000 cheering speedway fans in the 


huge Silesia Stadium at the 1979 
World Final. i 

Ice-cool Mauger showed no 
signs of nervousness as he con- 
tested his 14th World Final appearance 
at the age of 39. Ivan dropped his only 
point (to finish with a total of 14) to 
England's 20-year-old star Michael 
Lee in race number.14. 

Defending World Champion Ole 
Olsen of Denmark started strongly, 
scoring two heat wins. before losing to 
Polish star Zenon Plech in race 
number 12. He was later beaten by 
England's Dave Jessup and Californian 


Kelly Moran, who was making his first 
World Final appearance. Moran rode 
in fantastic style to record two heat 
wins, two seconds and a third. That 
gave him a total of 11 points, good 
enough to put him in a four-man run- 
off for third place against Ole Olsen, 
Australian Billy Sanders and Michael 
Lee. 

Moran, who was never really 
expected to finish so highly in such an 
event, rode in superb fashion, never 
scared to mix it up with the big guns. 
He finished second in the run-off 
behind Lee, fourth overall for the 
meet. 


Kelly made a poor start in the run- 
off and was last going into the first 
turn, Within four laps, he had passed 
both Olsen and Sanders, only missing 
out on first place by a few yards. On 
returning to the pits, Kelly was 
congratulated by a very proud AMA 
representative, Costa Mesa speedway 
promoter Harry Oxley. 

Surprisingly, England’s Peter 
Collins had a disastrous meeting, 
scoring only six points and not 
recording a single heat win. Much- 
fancied Polish rider Zenon Plech 
scored 13 points, much to the delight 
of the homecountry audience, to earn 
second place behind the magnificent 
Mauger. 

Footnote: On Tuesday, September 
4, Harry Oxley held a meeting in 
London with all the English-based 
American riders in the hope that any 
problems could be sorted out. High on 
the list was the problem of top 
American stars coming across the 
Atlantic to race in Europe, creating a 
threat to the future of speedway in the 


states. Oxley also proposed to run a 
World Final in California. 

With the success rate of the 
England-based Yankees, it will be only 
a short time before the Americans are 
world beaters. One major drawback is 
the continued hassle between the 
AMA and Scott Autrey who finished 
third in last year’s World Final. Scott 
refused to ride in the qualifier at Santa 
Ana, CA, this year because the 
meeting was not run under FIM 
regulations. Now with Harry Oxley 
acting as representative of the AMA, 
with his understanding of how 
European speedway works, common 
sense may come to the powers that be. 
Any hope of holding a World Final in 
the U.S. -would be vastly improved if 
the: American circuits would adopt 
more to the FIM regulations and 
understand Autrey's views. @

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Again, where goest thou, dirt track?

Smoke filled rooms are great for getting things done - politicians use them all the 
time. However, tt wasn’t politics that brought Harley-Davidson’s Dick O’Brien, 
former racer/accessory business owner Neil Keen, former Grand National Cham- 
pions Gene Romero and Mert Lawwill, Winston Pro Series team manager Dave 
Knight, shop owner/sponsor/racers’ father Norm McDonald and later tuner Stor- 
me Winters and Winston Pro Series competitor Skip Aksland together, although in 
a sense you could probably say that. 

The reason for the get-together was a roundtable discussion on the state of 
professional dart track competition. Held after the Topeka Winston Pro Series 
National, the meeting lasted from around midnight until 2 a.m. 

Failure by the AMA Board of Trustees to take any action on a proposal to restrict 
750cc equipment in the Expert ranks (as ts now the case tn the Junior division) and 
thus open the door to an influx of 500cc machinery was only one common bond 
within the group. 

In essence, passage of a restrictor rule would have slowed down the 750cc bikes so 
a 500cc machine - such as Honda’s XR500 - would have a competitive chance. 
This, in turn, might have opened the door to possible factory participation by 
Honda, Yamaha and perhaps the rest of the Big Four. 

The Board's decision was to announce what the 1982 rules will be in September 
1980. This effectively rules out, at least for two years, seeing (competitive) 500cc 
machinery in anything but TT events in the Expert ranks. 

In addition each was concerned with the current state of the sport. While most 
AMA Grand National Championship events are not lacking for spectators, neither 
as the total growing. A decrease in rider entry at many Nationals which began about 
three years ago ts also continuing. 

However, it ts the grass roots events which are of greatest concern. These local 
events are really building blocks where Novices turn into Juniors and Juniors turn 
into Experts. They could be likened to the farm system which major league baseball 
uses to hone the skills of its future players. Rider and spectator attendance - plus 
ever rising costs of putting on an event - have combined to signal that something 
needs to be changed. 

Everyone present agreed that there is a problem and that things need changing. 
But ts there one easy answer, ts there a magical cure? No one really knows the an- 
swer. There are those who would argue that not passing the proposed restrictor rule 
was a mistake while there are those arguing that passage would have been a 
mistake. However, all seem to agree that taking no action at all was an even bigger 
mistake. 

The session started with each individual having approximately ten minutes to 
voice his opinions. Once that was done the interaction began. Pull up a chair and 
sit in. There are views and ideas from all points of the compass. 


NK: It is my opinion that American 
style dirt track racing is the most mer- 
chandisable commodity around. 
There is nothing around that could 
have withstood the mishandling that 
dirt track has and still draw some sem- 
blance of a crowd. 

What has happened is that we have 
allowed the equipment rules and/or 
the rules making to get to the point 
where only the factories participate in 
the decision making. Therefore, the 
factories are having to support it 
singlehandedly and in dirt track that 
means Harley-Davidson. Dick 
(O'Brien) is basically giving parts to 
riders now that he wouldn't have sold 
them to five years ago because if he 
doesn't, the riders won't be able to have 
equipment that runs. 

All of us in racing perhaps blame 
Harley-Davidson for things that are 
not really their fault. If you look at 
things properly, you have thanked 
God for Harley because we couldn't 
have any big time professional racing 
without them. Even though I basically 
consider them the enemy, everyone 
who works there is my friend. 

What really burns me up is that the 
Japanese companies who enjoy 90% of 
the sales in the American market are 
really parasites as far as contributing 
anything. They only take away and 
give back nothing. The significant 
thing is not that the Yamaha 750 isn’t 
competitive (on the dirt), the 
significant thing is that everybody 
thinks it isn’t competitive. That is the 
tragedy. 

If we turned things around and had 
Dick O’Brien and Clyde Denzer (of 


Harley) working for Yamaha and 
doing development for them, why in 
two or three years you'd probably have 


. Tacers saying that they didn’t want to 


work on those old vee-twins. 

I would like to see the rules 
modified..I, for one, would be the last 
one to want to see rules made that 
would benefit Honda's advertising 
department. For a great many years 
there have been people who have said 
if only we could get Honda into 
racing. Hey, Honda has enjoyed 
nearly half the sales market share in 
the U.S., yet they have not contributed 
one bloody thing to the American 
AMA style dirt track racing. All of the 
Japanese companies are basically in 
that same boat. Admittedly, the 
Yamaha people made an effort for 
awhile, but for various political 
reasons withdrew. 

I want it understood that I am not 
for making the rules so that you can 
not race or win with a Harley- 
Davidson. AMA big motor non- 
National racing as well as AMA Grand 
National Championship racing is in 
one helluva mess. It is enjoying an all- 
time low both in the number of riders 
licensed, the number of races san- 
ctioned and the number of riders en- 
tering. It is therefore critical that the 
rules be amended to encourage less 


. expensive participation by brands 


other than those now competing. 

NMD: I've been involved in dirt track 
racing, like Neil, for a long time. 
We've contributed better than 
$250,000 in building motorcycles, 
traveling to races and such. Now, 
when we finally get within reach and

have equipment that will run with the 
top competitors, they want to make a 
‘rule change. This has happened 
before in the sport and over the years 
these rule changes have gotten very 
expensive. When the AMA proposed a 
restrictor rule we felt that this was 


enough. The petition we (McDonald, 


Tex Peel and Gary Scott) circulated at 
the Nationals got 42 signatures and by 
the time we were finished we had over 
50 people who were willing to pay a 
share of an attorney’s fee for a class ac- 
tion law suit should the restrictor rule 
be passed. 

The fact is that the people amen- 
ding the rules were not the people 
spending money developing motor- 
cycles. If Yamaha can spend millions 
so that Kenny Roberts can win the 
500cc road racing World Champion- 
ship, then if they wanted into 750cc 
(dirt track) racing they would be here 
and so would Honda and the rest. I’m 
one of the oldest dealers in the 
Yamaha network in the U.S. and I like 
them. But I don’t like the way that 
they have not put anything into our 
racing efforts.

What I would really like to see is a 
true professional class and do away 
with the Novices and Juniors. We 
could have a Formula 500 and a For- 
mula 750cc class and, like in MX, a 
rider would state before the beginning 
of the season which title he was run- 
ning for. We would have two Grand 
National Champions and I believe 
that it would add new blood to the 
sport. If we had 20 riders with a shot at 
number one and participation by all 
brands it would make a heck of a 
program. 

If a company in the 500cc division 
saw an advantage in building a 750cc 
machine and Harley-Davidson wanted 
to get into the 500cc race, more power 
to them. 

Now if we go to restrictors or a 
500cc rule we are going to have 
problems. What do you think the 
chances of a 185 pound rider on a 
500cc machine are against some skin- 
ny butt that weights 110? Not much. 

As far as reliability goes, those of us 
who went through the period when the 
500cc bikes were being raced saw even- 
ts where you might have five or six 
finishers out of the 14 starting. 

Something has to be changed in dirt 
track racing. I feel that the two class 
program would be the way to go. The 
race tonight (Topeka) was good, but if 
there were two Nationals to be run and 
the fans saw 100 riders and plenty of 
brands represented it would be a much 
better program. 

Don't penalize the people who have 
put all of the money into the sport to 
bring in other brands. Let’s modify the 
rules and get more people involved. 


OB: Harley-Davidson did a com- 
plete series of horsepower tests and 
there were also tests done on indepen- 
dent dynos. I don’t want to see the 
equipment obsoleted that is out in the 
field right now. There are a lot of 
._Tiders who have a lot invested in 
equipment. We'd also like to stay in 
racing. 

The thing that I feel a lot of people

are overlooking that want a 500cc rule 
is that the people who are making the 
rules don’t have any idea what it costs 
to build or maintain a 500cc bike. 
We're not going to go back and run 
Triumphs and BSAs or production 
motorcycles. It’s not going to happen 
that way. 

Now we may start out with a 
production ‘motorcycle, but if the 
other manufacturers are serious and 
they want to come in with a 500 then 
we are going to have rocket ships out 
there with an excess of 80 hp that turn 
11-12,000 rpm. They will come apart 
real easy and wear out a lot quicker 
than the engines we run now.

Sure, the rider weight will also enter 
into the effect, but the cost of main- 
taining a bike like that will be so far 
out of the ballpark that whatever 
privateers we have won't be around for 
long. 

If they (AMA) are going to set up a 
500cc class sometime in the future 
and/or keep the 750cc class, then I 
think that some sort of restrictions 
have to be put on the engines NOW on 
what you can and can’t do rather than 
wait until you have somebody coming 
in with one of these exotic motor- 
cycles. 

It will be real easy to build $10,000 





‘engines. Are you going to expect a 


privateer to maintain one of these 
$10,000 engines? What will happen is 
that you'll have more people out than 
you have in. It will start out that you'll 
have a lot of production type motor- 
cycles, but Honda, for example, is not 
going to put out an effort unless they 
are going to win. 

If they want to win it will mean 
spending money, designing a brand 
new engine and going to the wall. Cer- 
tainly that would be what we would do 
if we felt it necessary to go to a 500cc 
engine. We would build an engine to 
win. 

There is no way that you can build a 
500cc engine and go out and race it for 
what it costs with a 750 today. No way. 
It will be probably one and one-half to 
two times as expensive for the 
privateer. 


If we are to consider the privateer in 
racing, things have to be changed. 
Rules have to be established. The 
people making the rules right now 
have no idea of the costs involved in a 
500cc rule. If they could sit down and 
talk sensibly about it, fine, but they 
have no knowledge in this area at all. 
You don’t have to take my word for it, 
ask the people involved. 


I don’t think that any change will be 
easy especially when it comes to 
figuring out a program. Nothing is 
easy when you come down to it, but at 
least we have a lot of people with a lot 
of knowledge that can be pulled 
together and should be able to come 
up with some good, sensible rules for 
the future. 


NMD: It seems to me that if the AMA 
is truly interested in getting this from 
an expensive sport to a profession then 
we need a rules committee that really 
understands exactly what the rules will 
do to racing. We need a couple of 
privateer engine builders, factory rep- 


reseptation and, rider, representation, , | , § 


by the top riders - both factory and 
privateer. As it is right now, we have 
nothing to say about the rules. The 
rules are made today and at any time 
the racing czar can change them. To 
me this is a very, very serious situation. 

No one person should have the 

power to change all the rules on a 
whim, especially with the number of 
dollars and people involved. The 
people who spend the bucks should 
have a definite piece of the action. 
DK: Let me preface my participation 
in this by saying something about 
myself. I am not in the: motorcycle 
business or the racing business, I'm in 
the cigarette business. So, with that in 
mind, I'll give you our situation. The 
talk about rules - specific rules - isn't of 
that much concern to us. I believe that 
you can’t ignore what has been said 
here about racing. 

We look at the racing as a solid 
promotional product. It is doing the 
right things for us. One thing you can’t 
argue with is that the competition this 
year has been fierce and it appears 
that it won't let up soon. It is still a 
great show and I don’t think anybody 
is saying that that is the problem. 

At this point it would be en- 
couraging to see a definite aggressive, 
progressive step forward by the AMA. 
The potential for growth in the sport is 
enormous - there is no doubt about 
that. 

More brand identification would be 
great, I think everyone would agree on 
that. It would definitely add to the 
show. to see a bunch of factory tran- 
sports roll into the races. But you can’t 
take anything away from Harley- 
Davidson because we wouldn't be 
where we are today if it wasn’t for 
them under the existing format. It 
seems that it would be rather unfair to 
make any change in the rules that 
would penalize that effort. 

NK: I think that we all have to be 
careful in that none of us here want 
this session to come out as making a 
statement that we think that we have a 
poor show and that the thing is about 
to fall in. We've still got the greatest 
commodity going, but I am con- 
cerned. Take DuQuoin. The event 
drew the biggest crowd ever to the 
facility, yet only 44 of our Experts

chose to enter. Something is wrong. 


GR: I think that we have to get to the 
root of the problem. Right now, every 
body is talking about things but we 
aren’t getting any action as far as the 
AMA. We need more say in the rule 
making. However, I am a bit at a loss 
as to how we can go about it. I don't 
know what the answer is. 

I was shocked that the board didn't 
pass the restrictor rule. From all the 
feedback I got, I felt sure that the rule 
would pass as I believe a lot of other 





' people also did. 


NK: I wasn't shocked that the restric- 
tor rule wasn’t passed. I was shocked 
that nothing was done. Nothing. 


GR: As far as I’m concerned Class C 
racing as we now know it is dead on 
the vine and if we don't get a shot in 
the arm real soon it will end up like 
some forms of auto racing have. We 
needed help not today, but yesterday. 
If we are going to leave it up to the 
AMA it won't work. They walk down 
the middle of the street and whatever 








They don’t want to get into a situation 
where they really have to make a 
decision. 

We have to come together as a 
group to reach these people and get 
their attention to formulate some kind 
of package where everyone survives. I 
have mixed emotions about a 500cc 
rule because the Japanese will go all 
out to get involved in something and 
go wide open and then suddenly stop 
and you don’t hear from them again.

So instead of having an obsolete 
$6,000 Harley you'll have an obsolete 
$12,000 piece of Japanese iron. 

The real point is that we aren't get- 
ting enough entries at the races, and 
we need more money in the sport to 
keep up with escalating costs. The 
AMA is brand conscious and I don’t 
feel that it makes any sense. Promote 
the riders, not the brand of bike they 
ride. Sure, that will take time. But 
isn’t it about time that they started 
doing it? 

Create rider loyalty like they do in 
other sports. Richard Petty switched 
from Dodge to Chevrolet in NASCAR 
racing, but the fans still come to see 
him race. They don’t care as much 
about what he drives as who he is. 

ML; I don’t think that we have any 
established stars big enough to use 
their names as a draw. I think that it 
would take five years to see that. Now 
we have Kenny Roberts who has 
established himself and he could ride a 
pogo stick and people would come to 
see him race. However, what we need 
is an instant shot and not something 
that is four or five years away. 

GR: The point I'm making is that we 
have to start doing something. 

ML: I don't like the thought of restric- 
tors. However, you have to look at it as 
which is the lesser of the evils. I believe 
that we've backed ourselves in a corner 
where by we have to do something to 
get the different manufactuers to par- 
ticipate. Granted, if the Japanese wan- 
ted to go 750 racing they could do it in 
a minute. The point is they are not. So 
it seems to me that we have to take the 
racing clear on down to the backyard 
level where everyone gets back into the 
show again. It’s backward thinking, 
but it would gain involvement. 

I've always thought that the 
Nationals should be limited to some 
sort of factory participation, but if 
they aren't going to play then you have 
to take it down to the dealer level. 
That.is, if every brand had a bike that 
could become competitive. But that is 
the problem, nobody wants to commit 
themselves to a dirt program next 
year, although Honda and Yamaha 
have expressed an interest while 
Suzuki and Kawasaki want to take a 
look at it. 

I've talked with the people at 
Dunlop and they said that they were 
interested in getting back into dirt 
track, but now that a 500cc rule isn’t 
in the works they've shelved the 
project. They aren’t ready to commit 
themselves. The only way things will 
work is if everyone becomes involved 
and I don't know what we can do to 
get that to happen. 





OB: I'm not going to kissthe Japs’ ass 
to continue racing. If they want to 








then by damn they are going to play by 
our rules. What you're saying Mert is 
screw Harley-Davidson and all the 
privateers because we've got to have 
the Japs or we're going down the tubes. 
That's what you're really saying. 

ML: I didn’t really want it to come 
across like that. The point is that we 
need more people besides Harley. 

DB: Then let them come in. Nobody 
is stopping them. 

ML: But they won't. 

OB: Why won't they? It’s because 
they want to come in for nothing! You 
know damn well that's right. I get 
really irritated over this thing because 
there are too many personal gains 
trying to be made by too many people. 
They want to make a buck and to hell 
with everybody else. You're one of 
them, Mert. 

NK: Wait a minute. Now, if they have 
any rule changes I’m going to make 
some money out of it because I 
manufacture racing equipment and 
I'm going to manufacture whatever 
they need. 

GR: Why can't the AMA go to the 
Japanese factories and say we're going 
to „stay with unrestricted 750cc 
machinery and it’s going to stay that 
way for, let’s say five years. Tell them 


' that we aren’t going to change our 


minds and ask them to build a 750. 

I think I know what the answer 
would be, but at least we would have 
tried to get them involved. Sure it 
would cost money, but any change is 
going to cost something. 

NK: Everybody is saying lets get the 
Japanese factories involved. Well, the 
last thing I want to see is their in- 
volvement. If they do, they'll spend 
whatever it takes to win and we can't 
match that. Hey, Harley-Davidson 
runs on a budget. They don’t have 
unlimited funds to go off in any direc- 
tion they feel like. 

GR: We've got a formula (750) that is 
already successful and works. Why do 
we need to change it? It’s an American 
deal and let’s leave it that way. 


NK: I believe that there is one thing 
that is critical that we do at this time 
and that is bring the Junior class riders 
back into the Nationals. Previously, 
back in the early '70’s, when they 
raced in the National program it 
didn’t make any sense, but now I think 
it does because the promoters and the 
spectators are being short changed on 
the entries. 

I feel that we should include the 
Juniors in the Nationals for next year 
and do so until we get so many entries 
that we can’t handle them anymore. 
Then we can worry about something 
else. On some tracks there are Juniors 
running 28mm restrictors that are only 
a tick or two slower than the Experts 
without them.

GR: I think Neil has made a really 
good point because if you have the 
Juniors at the Nationals it will bring 
them into the limelight and give them 
a taste of what it can be like. I believe 
that would bring even more Novices 
into the system and make them com- 
pete even more so that they could earn 
points to become a Junior and get a 
chance to be in the Junior National. 
That would maybe help us where we 
are hurting most - in our farm system. 
Something like this would fill the 
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gap at present if not enough riders and 
in the long run it would put more Ex- 
perts into our ranks. 

OB: If the AMA had passed a 500cc 
rule, it would have been up to Harley- 
Davidson to decide what to do. I can't 
speak for what the corporate policy is 
no more than Kenny Clark and some 
of the rest of these guys that run off at 
the mouth at the races and other 
places about what they (the Japanese 
factories) are going to do when they've 
got no horsepower. They don’t have 
any more right to say what the com- 
pany is going to do than I do to say 
what the president of AMF is going to 
do.

trying to make or question is what if 
we dropped the short track and TT 
events (from the National circuit) and 
only had mile and half mile Nationals 
plus the road races involved? I'm not 
talking about eliminating those events 
altogether, just from the National 
points chase. 

A rider would not have to own as 
much .equipment and he could be 
specialized at all dirt tracking or dirt 
track and road racing - such as in my 





case. What we are looking at would be. 


a consolidation of the circuit where 
you wouldn't be all over the U.S. 
Think about a circuit where you had 
eight miles, eight half miles and 
perhaps six or more road races. There 
might be less racing, but I feel that it 
would be better for the riders, the 
spectators and the people who we seek 
sponsorship from. 

ML: I don’t know about elimination 
of the TT and short tracks becausethey 
are the events where we have more 
brands than just the Harleys running. 


NK: I was in favor of separating the 
dirt track and road race into two 
championships years agọ until 
someone said to me one day that our 
championship is uniquely American. 
This is the only country where we have 
an all around champion. 

ML: If we dropped the TT events we 
would be dealing the Northwest a 
severe blow because that is basically all 
they have up there. TT racing is a 
weekly program- and Castle Rock is 
their justification for running 
everything else all year long. In ad- 
dition, TT is one of the events - and 
short track - where there are various 
brands that are competitive. 

Of course that brings up another 
point. If TT is the major event where 
there are many brands that can. be 
competitive, then why isn’t TT the 
most popular? 

GR: I've got ‘another proposal and this 
may sound a little off the wall, but let 
me have a shot. 

Let's raise the age limit for a license 
to 18 (A murmur of acceptance). We 
also need to establish some sort of farm 
system - like in pro sports.. Make the 
Novices ride 500’s. They could also 
ride them as a Junior if they wanted to 
and that would give a rider two years 
worth of use out of his machine. If he 
wanted to sell it, he would have a 
ready made market of Novices coming 
into the system. 

ML: I think accidents would still be a 
big problem. 
GR: That's probably right, but we've 


` got to explore as many- angles as we 


have. 

OB: I'm not sure I agree with 500's for. 
Novices. The bike is light, fast and we 
would have just as many or more 
problems with the Novices as we do 
now. 

NK: The sad part about this whole 
thing is that we - Mert, O.B., Gene,

pits at a National and pick out 10 per- 
sons at random and probably come up 
with more logical ideas about what 
needs to be done better than the 
AMA. Give me the ten and I'll guaran- 
tee you that in a day or two of 
discussion we could come up with rules 
that we all could live with. There just 
doesn’t seem to be a way that the AMA 
can come up with something that will 
keep both sides happy. It’s either shaft 
the rider or shaft the person who 
makes a living off the sport like myself. 

GR: I think that the only way that 


we will ever solve the problem facing - 


us is by having a separate professional 
racing organization within the AMA. 
It should be governed by a small, open 
minded board that not only has in- 
dustry involvement, but rider 
representation also. 

OB: I think we've got a good man in the 
AMA right now who can look after 
things and that is Lin Kuchler. He's 
been involved in racing and knows the 
ups and downs. He's been through 
restrictors and all their problems when 


. he was with NASCAR. Now he’s been 


pretty busy turning the AMA around 
and he's done an outstanding job of it.

Kuchler is a man who will listen 

and, if necessary, reorganize the whole 
damn thing. I personally. think that, he 
should be approached directly. I've 
got a lot of faith in him. I think he 
could go a long way in turning things 
around if we gave him some imput. 
He’s the right man to get things 
moving in the right direction. He has, 
because of his involvement with the 
fiscal part of the AMA, basically 
stayed neutral in this restrictor con- 
troversy. 
SA: I think that perhaps we should 
restrict the Harleys so the 500’s would 
be competitive. We could have a rule 
where you have the flexibility to un- 
restrict the XR when it loses its com- 
petitiveness and try to keep both the 
500 and the 750: more or less equal.

having to always scrape to get together 
a good racing program. 

DK: Even with all the things we have 
talked about, the series is still a darn 
good product. Attendance is holding 
its own which, of course, is our major 
concern among many things. In the 
fight for the entertainment dollar, any 
program that is holding its own is suc- 
‘ céeding in ‘a sense. “T reallydon’t have 











any answers, but it would be nice to 
see everybody working together rather 
than in splinter groups in the pits, bars 
and smoke filled rooms. 

We'd love to see the sport bust open 
as much as anyone else - double or 
triple in attendance. A real shot in the 
arm would be about a half million 
more spectators next year. 

OB: I think that putting Juniors 
back into the National picture is a 
good idea. I can see where it might be 
an inducement to other manufacturers 
to put out an effort if their brand 
could win the Junior “National.” I feel 
that this would be a move in the right © 
direction. 

What I don’t want to see is 
something that would make obsolete 
the millions of dollars worth of equip- 
ment currently in use. 

However, I don’t think that Skip's 
idea of a flexable restrictor rule would 
be feasable. The problem is when 
would you change the restrictors? Who 
would decide when somebody was too 
competitive. or not competitive 
enough? The AMA would have to be 
damn flexable in their decisions. Shif- 
ting things back and forth would 
always be a bag of worms. 

I don’t know all the answers, -but the 

combined Expert/Junior National 
program is one thing that can be done 
and it could be done immediately for 
1980. 
SW: As it is now for the average rider, 
racing is an investment and should be 
looked at that way. However, it is one 
of the poorest ones he can possibly 
make as a money making opportunity 
since there will always be a handful of 
top riders making out while the rest 
scrape and are considered lucky if they 
break even. 

What has to be done is to somehow 
make the racing so that more riders 
can make money. If that requires a 
change in the rules - whatever way 
necessary - it will have to be done. ,

Racing is a capital investment and 
thing just aren’t working out. We are 
dying. because of costs more than 
anything else: It costs so much more 
just to go to a race than years ago and 
the purses have not increased that-

I'm sure that Dick has seen his 
racing budget - in relationship to 
rising costs - dwindle from the time ten 
years ago when there were about nine 
factory riders to today with only two. 
It certainly isn’t Harley's fault because 
they've played the game by the rules 
and built the required 200 motorcycles 
and offered them to everyone. 

In Yamaha's case, they felt that 

racing wasn’t cost effective - that they 
didn't get enough return for the 
dollars invested. To me it doesn’t seem 
right that they pulled out of racing 
because if they wanted to build a 750 
they could and so could Honda and 
the rest. That is, if they really wanted 
to go racing. 
OB: I'd like to bring up what I feel is 
an important point that I think a lot of 
people have overlooked. The cost of 
the 500’s is going to have to be wat- 
ched very closely and the rules: are 
going to have to be written very tightly 
if they come into the picture or are 
gradually phased in and the 750’s are 
gradually phased out. 














If the rules aren’t written properly 
— and I mean right now — the 500s will 
be unaffordable in a short time. Grant- 
ed, it will probably start with the ex- 
isting bikes now on the market. But 
they won't really do the job so we'll see 
new and exotic machines designed 
specifically to win. If Harley were to 
start building a 500 you wouldn't see it 
for two. or more years and I can

guarantee that it wouldn't cost 
anywhere near what a 750 does. Not 
only that, your maintenance costs 
would be about double what it is now 
because we are talking about a bike 
that revs at 12,000, not the eight to 
9,000 of the XR. All these facts need 
to be spread out on the table and the 
rules written properly right now to 
stop exotic machinery from coming in 
somewhere down the line. 

A claiming rule would not really 
help much. We haye to.write rules on 
the design of the engine and 
limitations therein. Without rules you 
could see double overhead cams, eight 
valves per cylinder, fuel injection and 
on and on with no limit. In those cir- 
cumstances the cost would be 
astronomical. In addition, the equip- 
ment would not be available. You 
would have a manufacturer build the 
required 25 units that only their fac- 
tory riders getting the bikes. 

Reverting to a 200 unit rule would 

be an answer, but you would have to 
watch getting so far out that you drive 
away the competition you're seeking. 
No matter what we do, the rules have 
to be written with caution and exper- 
tiese. 
NK: I think if we do this slick enough 
and soft peddle it, the dealers and not 
the factories will get heavily involved. 
Allowing Juniors to use 500cc equip- 
ment as they now do is a good thing 
and still low key.

If and when Dick O’Brien leaves 
Harley-Davidson, I would like to have 
him write the rules or at least be on the 
committee to, because he is one person 
who is definitely in the know.

He 
makes sense when he speaks and O.B. 
isn’t only for Harley-Davidson. He's 
for the sport and as far as I’m 
concerned the people in charge should 





start asking him some questions. e

If there were an official World Champion 
Mechanic title, it certainly would go to 
American Bill Buchka, the mechanic who 
has looked after Graham Noyce’s factory 
Hondas all season and must take equal credit for the 
young Briton’s dramatic success this year. 

Noyce clinched the 500cc World Championship 
MX Series title at Namur, Belgium on August 6, be- 
coming the youngest man ever to hold the title. His 
fire engine red machines ran sweet as a nut all 
season; his only retirement was due to a flat tire, and 
that happened in the second race at Namur — after 
the title was in the bag. That record, unequalled by 
any other rider this year, speaks volumes for Buchka’s 
skill with the machinery, but his contribution has 
been much more. Bill has provided Noyce with 
encouragement, advice and support. And at the 
beginning of the season, that’s just what he needed. 

The 1978 season had been something of a disaster 
for Noyce. The early part of the year, his first with 
Honda, had been marred by retirements in the GPs, 
mainly due to slipped drive chains, and it was no 
secret that he was having a difficult relationship with 
his mechanic. American Brad Lackey was number 
one rider in the team, and with Buchka looking after 
his machines he swept on to his best performance 
ever; runner-up in the championship behind Finn 
Heikki Mikkola. 

Lackey split with Honda at the end of '78 to join 
Kawasaki. “The Kawasaki was something of an 
unknown quantity,” says Buchka, “and I felt my best 
opportunity for a World Championship was to stay 
with Honda, so Brad went his way and I went mine.” 

Buchka knew of Noyce’s reputation as a bit of a 
playboy, but he. felt that the World Championship 
potential was there. He didn’t really make any pre- 
conditions before teaming up with Noyce, but he 
explained to the young Briton just how serious he was 
about the 1979 season. 

“I told Graham that our foremost goal was the 
World Championship,” Buchka said. “I understood 
that, and I expected him to, too. I could see that he 
had a lot of determination and talent...it just all 
had to be channeled in the right direction.” 

Buchka knew that Noyce had gone through 
mechanics like nobody’s business, but he wasn’t 
intimidated. “When we went out to California in 
December last year to test the new bikes, I said, 
“We're gonna work together and we're gonna win 
together. I’m gonna make it a winning motorcycle 
and you're gonna have to do the rest.’ After a time he 
could see how serious I was.” 

The change in Noyce’s attitude this year has been 
remarkable. Most people who know him have 
commented on how much more mature he is. In the 
past, he’s been known to get a little excited and 
steamed up when things aren't going his way, and 
there was a time that any racing other than wide flat 
out was incomprehensive to the young Noyce. Yet, in 
Holland recently, when his front wheel began to 
break up, he eased off on the gas and finished the 
race.. In Namur when teammate Malherbe went for 
broke and started dicing with Noyce, he wisely let the 
Belgian past and aimed to gain just enough points to 
clinch the title. 7 4 

“He just had to realize that there are 12 Grand 
Prix, and if a guy commits himself to being a GP 
racer, he’d better behave like one,” comments 
Buchka. “I put in a lot of time on Graham's bikes in 
the workshop getting them so they can perform to 
maximum out there on the track. I mean I really do 
work hard, so he'd better think: ‘Hey, this guy’s really 
doing his best for me! I’d better get out there and win 
for him.’ 

“Motivation is what it’s all about; that’s what I aim 
to provide, too. For the first time, Graham’s got 
someone who's really on his side. I mean he was a bit 
confused when we teamed up. I don’t want to seem 
like I'm being big-headed, but I opened his mind, I 
instilled self-confidence in him and I said, ‘You'll get 
out of motocross only what you put in. No one else 
had told him that before. I mean if you only put in 
50 percent, you'll only get 50 percent out.”

“Yeah, I worked for-a time as stagehand 
electrician for the San Francisco Opera,” he said, 
“but really, my principal course of study after school 
was to train in aircraft and powerplant mechanics.” 

His motocross career started out in 1973 when he 
signed on as mechanic to wield the spanners for 
expatriate Dutchman Pierre Karsmakers in the 
American National Championships in '73. “Pierre 
won the AMA 500cc title that year on Yamaha,” Bill 
says, “and I stayed on with Pierre in 74. We really 
won the 250cc title that year, but the AMA altered 
the rules; that excluded Pierre as a Dutchman.” 

In 1975, Karsmakers joined Honda. Buchka opted 
to stay with Yamaha and team up with “Jammin’ 
Jimmy” Weinert; together they won another '76, 
Buchka wrenched the Yamahas of and up-and- 
coming youngster named Bob Hannah, and the pair 
picked up the 125cc title. 


“At the end of the year I'd done what I wanted to 
do in American motocross, but my ultimate goal was 
the World Championship. I'd met my Swedish 
fiancee that year, and I decided to go to Sweden. I 
found myself a job in Stockholm working for Torsten 
Hallman on the Bengt Aberg four-stroke Yamaha 
motocross project.” Buchka went to a few GPs, and 
before the end of '77 Honda offered him a job with 
their 500cc motocross team. 

As chief mechanic in the Honda team this year, 
Buchka’s job is to look after Noyce’s machinery, 
transport it to the race meetings and work with the 
factory in the development program. 

“That means I have to have a close relationship 
with Graham,” says Bill, “It’s a bit like a marriage, I 
guess. If something's going wrong he’s gotta tell me, 
and if I can see he’s doing something wrong I've gotta 
tell him.” 

This year began for Buchka back in December '78 
with a 14-day test session in California. “We had 
seven or eight different bikes there that were test 
beds,” he explained. “We had three different 
engines, transmissions and frames, and we were 
preparing for the final testing in Japan early the next 

ear. $ 
y In February, Buchka and Noyce jetted to Japan 
for the final testing, minor changes and in a few days 
wound up with the right bike for Noyce. 

“We did a few pre-season Internationals for 
training and testing and to see how the opposition 
was going. By the time we arrived in Austria for the 
first GP, the bikes were 100 percent sorted out. My 
theory is that you’d better have your equipment 
sorted out at the first GP or you'll be experimenting 
all season long. And that’s no good.” 

“I spend great deal of my time with Graham. We 
travel together, and it’s good that he’s involved in the 
machine preparation in Frankfurt at the Honda 
workshops.” 

Buchka takes a number one racer and a full 
complement of spares to each Grand Prix. “I take 
enough spares to repair or replace anything that goes 
wrong” he says. 

He prefers to be called a mechanic rather than a 
‘tuner’ — the term favored by many Americans. “So 
many of those so-called tuners tend to tune their 
riders right out of the track with trick pistons and 
bits. I don’t experiment in the GPs; I go with what I 
know, so I know that the bike will perform to 
maximum. When I take a motorcycle to a GP, I 
know it’s capable of finishing the race.” 

In Buchka, Noyce has a mechanic and a friend 
who has his own interests at heart, but who isn’t 
interested at all in any of the late night hi-jinks and 
celebrations that have given Noyce a reputation as a 
bit of a playboy in the past. And that, perhaps, is one 
major area where Buckha has scored over Graham's 
previous spannermen. At 28 years old, Buchka is too 
young to be a father figure, but he is someone that 
the new champ can look up to, someone who can give 
advice and guidance without sounding patronizing. 

And Buchka is proud as hell of the new champ; “I 
think he’s done a fantastic job,” he says, “He's only 
22 years old, yet he rode at Namur like a guy who's 
been riding the GPs for 15 years! He’s a fantastic 
rider, and he’s got a great future.” o

Bast wins Ventura 
track championship

VENTURA, CA, SEPT. 4 

“The Michael Bast Speedway 
Show,” concluded its engage- 
ment at Ventura Raceway with 
predictable brilliance before 
1500 or so dazzled patrons. 

Fresh from winning the American 
Championship last week, Bast won all 
five of his scratch rides here to earn the 
1979 Track Championship trophy. It 
was his seventh Scratch Main victory in 
nine Tuesday night tries this season. 

The other riders made Bast work for 
his win, well, a little anyway — he was 
actually behind in two races! On his 
first ride, the famous Capricorn from 
Alta Loma found himself third by the 
second turn. He then passed John 
Sandonna on the straightaway, 
hugged the inside line for a lap, and 
finally painlessly passed Dan McNeill 
who bobbled momentarily from the 
outside line on turn four. Denny 
Pyeatt, Gene Woods, and Alan 
Christian were the other first round 
victors. 


As it turned out, the title was 
decided in the fifth race as Bast went 
head to head against last year's 
champ, Alan Christian. 
Christian, shelving his Darth Vader 
blacks for more familiar red leathers, 
had finished second to Bast in four 
earlier Scratch Mains here, and came 
close to winning it all. Christian held a 
slight advantage after turn two, then it 
was wheel to wheel with Bast for a lap 
until Christian’s fortunes took a turn 
for the worse. Turn four to be exact. 
Taking the outside line, Christian, 
with a furious drive had Bast 
momentarily covered at the corner 
when he bobbled and crashed. 
Although he remounted and was able 
to pass Mark Belanger for third, it was 
the party ender for Mr. Christian. 
Perfect thereafter, Christian finished 
the night with 13 points for second 
place. 

The champ’s third ride was over by 
turn one, as he convincingly bested 
Phil Gagnon and Lou Lindwall. The 
traditional Bast-Woods barnburner 
failed to materialize in the next round. 
Local. favorite Woods, unable to 
consistently emulate his outside-line- 
San-Berdoo-wizardry on the narrower 
Ventura turns, had to settle for third 
behind Craig Schaeffer as Bast cruised

to the victory. The champ capped his 
perfect evening with an easy win over 
Dave DeTemple, Keith Larson, and 
Shawn Moran, 

Track regulars Schaeffer, Sandonna 
and Lindwall all rode well, finishing 
with 10 points apiece. The trio of 
Pyeatt, Woods and McNeill tied with 
nine points. Shawn Moran, one of only 
two to defeat Bast in a Scratch Main 
here this year, started well with seven 
points after three rides, but faded fast 
as he came up empty in his final two 
appearances. 

Bobby Hill took the second division 
trophy for the second week in succes- 
sion on his home track. Second division 
no-shows shortened their program to 
two Handiap heats plus the final. Hill 
won his first heat easily eventhough 
the race marked the return of that 
wild and crazy guy, Moose Kennedy. 
The final proved more difficult as Hill 
got a bad start, but finally got rolling 
to pass Jim Turner on the third lap, 
Alan Davidson on the fourth lap, and 
won it going away. 

Promoter Jim Naylor is taking sign- 
ups for the final Ventura speedway 
show to be held during the County 
Fair on Tuesday night, October 2.

Sims and Oxley 
ransack Costa Mesa

More moon problems, and not 
just of solar system variety. Gene 
Wood has had a whole week of 
referee decisions goagainst him. 

Wednesday night, Woods was left 
sitting on the 50 yard line with his 
hand in the air when the starting gate 
went up; so was Keith Chrisco.

Tonight, in the Scratch Main event, 
Gene again had the hammer fall on 
him when the race was red flagged in

Thus, the red flag came out and 
stopped the race. 

All season long, use of the red flag 
meant that the guy on the ground was 
out and would not be in the restart. In 
tonight's case it was used to stop the 
race to put Woods out. In the past, if a 
single rider was to be excluded during 
a race, the black flag was used and the 
race kept going. 

If truly the red flag appeared 
because Christian was.on the ground, 
he should have been kept out of the 
restart. Whichever way the rule was 
interpreted, it sure didn’t sit well with 
the fans! 

In the restart, minus Woods, Larry 
Kosta went down in just about the 
same spot as Christian. In fact, he was 
laying much closer to the racing 
groove and in more peril than 
Christian, but the race went on with 
Dave Sims coming out on top. 
Christian took second, Larry Kosta 
third and Gene Woods, in the pits, got 
fourth. 

One thing that everyone seemed to 
overlook was that because of a hole in 
turn one and two, the inside pole had 
been moved out halfway through the 
night’s program. From that point on 
every race saw riders go out much 
wider than normal. Several riders said 
that there was not enough racing 
room. I know the old saying, “the race 
track’s the same for everyone,” but 
that could have been taken into 
consideration and would’ve let 
everyone back into the restart. 

The Handicap Main event saw Brad 
Oxley picking up his first win of the 
year at Costa Mesa. It was just last 
week, during the Antelope Valley 
Fair, that young Oxley won the 
Handicap Main after a long dry spell. 

This race was also restarted after a 
couple of laps when Shawn Moran and 
Sterling Cogar got tied up going into 
turn one and ended up against the 
crash wall. Neither was hurt, but the 
finger was pointed at Larry Kosta as 
the cause of the crash, much to his 
surprise, and he was put back 
additional yardage. As he was pushed 
off for the restart, still shaking his 
head with a look of wonder on his face, 
he said, “I’m going to win it anyway, 
so there.” He did ride a great race, but 
could only pull off a fourth place 
finish. 

Jeff Carmello did it again in division 
two, taking the win well out in front of 
the rest of the field. Maybe someone 
will give him a shot at division one 
next season. 

Division three honors went to Marty 
Spellman and that’s a first for him. @

For the first time since 1975, the 
gates of the Flying L-D Ranch 
were opened to racers. The 
ranch, located just two miles 
from the east entrance to Zion National 
Park, is owned by a motorcycle 
enthusiast and offers racers a rare 
chance to ride a genuine European 
type, natural terrain style motocross. 
The race was sponsored by the Las 
Vegas Groundshakers, a member of 
MRAN (Motorcycle Racing Associa- 
tion of Nevada) which is primarily a 
desert racing organization, and the 
desert people came out in force. 

The 250cc Expert class saw some hot 
competition between Tim Sparks and 
Kevin Davis. Kevin had driven all 
night to get to the ranch after a 
Saturday afternoon win at the 
S.C.O.R.E. race in Riverside, CA. 
Sparks took the win in moto one and 
Kevin won moto two. Davis took a 
strong lead in the third round and it 
looked like he had the overall wrapped 


up until the entire seat and fender 
assembly parted from his 250cc Maico 
mount, Davis was forced to ride the 
rest of the race standing up! This un- 
orthodox riding style slowed Kevin 
down enough to give Sparks the moto 
win and first overall, followed by Davis 
and Eric Elizondo. 


The line up for the Open Expert 
class looked so much like a desert race 
it was surprising there wasn’t a dead 
engine start.

welcomed many Californians to 
a two day series at Portland and 
Seattle. “The Northwest Chal- 
lenge” offered 250cc GP riders a 
special incentive, $500 and $1300 
purses at PIR and S.I.R. respectively, 
and Californians took home about half 
the loot. California’s Doug Draper 
(Solid Gold Racing) went wheel-to- 
wheel with Bruce Lind (Renton 
Yamaha) for two days as the duo 
pushed’ back existing 250cc GP lap 
records by two seconds in contests that 
were ultimately determined by their 
tires, 


Portland 

Oregon’s format for all classes was 
two 10 lap heats. Twenty-four riders 
entered the first 250cc GP race where 
Doug Draper got the holeshot, with 
Lind not far behind. Going into the 
first turn Draper had to sit up earlier, 
having raced only once here previously. 
Lind stuck to his rear wheel and 
passed him coming out of the infield 
onto the back straight. Lind held him 
off until the end of the lap where his 
Dunlop tires, recent veterans of one 
National and two club races, started 
complaining. In tight turn nine, 
coming onto the front straight, Lind's 
tires broke loose allowing Draper's 
TZ250, shod with newer Goodyears, to 
pass him. Lind again closed on Draper 
at the end of the chute. 

Meanwhile, Steve Schaefer was in 
third. After wrestling with ignition 
and jetting problems in practice, 
Schaefer seemed headed toward a 
good finish, when his shift lever broke 
on lap three. 

By lap seven, Dweper had the lead 
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Richard Basford (666) and Dan Freeman (17) lean into a Portland turn. 





sewed up. Whatever power Lind had 
on him couldn’t make up for lost 
traction and he led at the wire. 


Heat two was essentially the same as 
Lind’s Dunlops continued to 
deteriorate. This time Draper grabbed 
a firm lead at the halfway point on his 
Dave Garoute Racing DKG framed 
TZ250 and took his second heat win 
for first overall followed by Lind, and 
Dwayne Chung.

Jerry Whitlow in 550cc Cafe. 
Whitlow’s Yamaha refused to start in 
the first heat which Gallagher's 
Kawasaki handily won. Whitlow came 
back with a vengeance in heat two. He 
won it ahead of Gallagher but 
Gallagher still got the first overall 
trophy. 

Open Cafe saw Randy Skiver blast 
to two more wins. When will it end? 
Behind Skiver in heat one, John 
Nelson fought to stay ahead of Mike 
McLoughlin and Richard Basford but 
he ran off turn seven on the sixth lap 
where his bike caught fire. Pat 
Marinacci eventually grabbed second 





ahead of Basford as Rocky Phoenix 
took fourth ahead of McLoughlin. 

In the second heat Robert Lount's 
GS1000 held off Richard Basford's 
Kawasaki for six laps, when Basford 
took second for good. Marinacci took 
fourth in this heat for third overall 
behind Basford and Skiver for the day. 

Of course the day’s premier race was 
250cc GP money. As soon as Bruce 
Lind reached home country, he 
headed straight for his garage where 
he found two brand new Dunlop slicks 
— one of which was a very wide, 
triangulated, experimental front tire. 
This might have given Bruce the edge 
on Doug, but the picture was further 
complicated by a number of very 
competitive Canadian entries. 
Twenty-nine riders entered the class 
and a five lap qualifier determined 
starting positions in the 20 lap main 
event. Draper won the qualifier, 
followed by Lind, Ken Botham of 
Vancouver, B.C. and Dwayne Chung 
of “Team Turtle.” 

At the green flag Draper got his 
usual good start and led up to the 
second lap where Lind (having 
changed his tires before the main) 
stuffed it under him in turn two, Lind 
dropped to third on lap four as Draper 
took the lead with Ken Botham in 
second. Steve Schaefer held an early 
third, but a sputtering ignition slowed 
him to an eventual 10th place. 
Canadian Alan Seddon pressed on to 
pass Botham for fourth on lap eight, 
and briefly held second on the next go- 
round. But unlucky Botham had to 
pull out of the race with a flat rear 
tire. 

Halfway through, Draper and Lind 
got serious. With Lind in first place, 
the pair began gaining two seconds a 
lap on the field. By lap 14, Lind had 
50 feet on Draper when they ran into 
backmarkers. Draper, somehow, took 
the lead on the next lap while Lind 
shadowed him, probing the best spot 
for a last lap strike. He briefly took 
first at the end of the 19th lap, then 
Draper again tried to out-brake him 
going into turn two. 

For a second, Draper had it. On the 
brakes late, he still managed to slow 
down while stuffing it to the inside. 
But now his own tires showed their 
age. Just barely ahead of Bruce, Doug 
gassed his TZ250 a bit much. His tires 
let go, then caught, highsiding him. 
Lind missed his helmet and made tire 
tracks over Draper's lower back. Lind 
highsided in the weeds, his 
windscreen, front brake reservoir were 
mashed, and right footpeg gone. Turn

rider to watch as the 17-year old 
copped the hefty Open class prize 
while Palo Alto Yamaha’s Shawn 
McConn held off all comers to gain the 
125cc laurels at the humid seaside 
circuit. 

The 250cc Professionals began their 
attack of the Crown Nine circuit as 
Moore and Son’s Charles Halcomb 
gassed his Husky mount up the long 
hill start straight. As the pack reached 
the top screw-u-turn, Larry Wosick 
and Shawn McConn were pursuing 
Halcomb with abandon. 

For the next three laps Wosick was 
attacking the rear of Halcomb’s 
Husqvarna with little success at 
reaching the premier position. Moving 
through the maze of traffic was Jerome 
Heiburger and teammates Jim Ellis 
and David Manhire. On the fourth go 
around Wosick was just warming up as 
he wicked the power to the max and 
roosted his Mike Andrews prepped 
Honda past Halcomb to secure a 
hardy lead. 

Heiburger had managed to find the 
right line past McConn who in turn 
was up on Ellis and local Neal Snarr. 
Wosick had no trouble in stretching a 
hefty 10 seconds over Halcomb as the 
flag signaled the end of the first 250cc 
Pro moto. 

Bonhers Suzuki's Jim Ellis and 
David Manhire proved to be a definite 
threat to Wosick as the Fresno duo 
provided all the fireworks during the 
second 250cc Pro go. Ellis hit the gate 
perfectly and maintained control over 
Wosick until the harsh pace became 
too much for Ellis and he went end 
over end on the treacherous top-side 
section. 

At the crossed flags Wosick had a 
somewhat comfortable margin over 
Manhire, Heiburger, Halcomb, 
Manzoni and Snarr. Difficulties held 
back Manhire which enabled the 
AMA's “Nikon Rookie of the Year” 
award winner Wosick to score yet 
another walkaway payback. : 

Jerome Heiburger, aboard a Maico, 
held off Phil Douglas and Santa Cruz 
sensation Tim Alarcon during both 
Open Pro bashes. Both Heiburger and 
Douglas scored moto victories but 
Jerome's 1-2 score put the icing on the 
cake. Alarcon rode well to cop third 
overall with a 2-4 showing ahead of 
Pleasanton’s Roy Rundle (4-3). Shawn 
McConn on his Yamaha scooter held 
off Jeff Johnson and Tony Lucanti to 
score a double moto victory in the 
125cc Pro race. 








250cc Intermediate action saw a 
turbulent battle between Bobby 
Wosick, Steve Scoffone and Roger 
McCoy. Wosick had no trouble in the 
day's opening moto as the Honda rider 
held off McCoy on his quick Yamaha 
mount while Steve Scoffone held on to 
third. Moto two started out to be a 
McCoy benefit until mechanical woes 
let him down, enabling Bob Wosick to 
clinch another overall win. 

Open Novice sportsman Brian Otto 
claimed his fifth victory in a row. 
Champion Yamaha racer Otto's fast, 
yet controlled, pace pegs him as a 
rider to watch in the future.

O’Driscoll 
untouchable at 
Bonneville MX

SALT LAKE CITY, UT, AUG. 10 
Bonneville Raceway Park inspired 
some hot action as over 200 rac- 
ers gathered for a romp around: 
the track. Mike O’Driscoll (Suz), 


sponsored by State Sports, became the 
king of night motocross when he 
cleaned up in the 125cc, 250cc, and 
Open Pro classes, and then topped off 
the evening with a partial sponsorship 
from Bob Ipson to race the Canadian 
Nationals. Mr. Ipson is one of Utah's 
main supporters of motocrossers and 
we sure appreciate his interest. 

As the gate released the 125cc Pro 
class, Mike O'Driscoll raced away from 
the rest of the pack. Dave Smith drove 
the runner up spot until Stan Wynhof 
(Suz) ambushed him and Smith 
dropped back to play with Randy 
Wynhof (Suz). A last place start didn’t 
faze Eldon Copier (Yam) and he began 
ramming his way up through the pack. 
As the finish flag emerged, O'Driscoll 
romped past, Wynhof swung in, then 
Randy Wynhof approached with 
Copier right behind. 

O'Driscoll gunned another grade-A 
ride that started with a second moto 
holer, while Stan Wynhof and Copier 
munched mounts. Randy Wynhof 
took over second and Smith gassed to 
third. A lightning remount by Copier 








had him traveling in fourth while Stan 
Wynhof eased around the track in last. 
Stan’s usual WFO style seemed to be 
missing as he rode four more laps, 
then DNF. It was discovered later that 
he'd broken his leg in the fall, but the 
urge to finish the race kept him going 
for as long as he did. 

O'Driscoll remained the leader of 
the pack, but Copier came charging in 
with plans to capture the spot. Copier 
cut Smith’s third place short, tapped 
on Randy Wynhof's door, slipped by, 
then proceeded to fly after the main 
target. O’Driscoll’s lead suddenly 
came under Copier fire and the race to 
the flag was on! Copier gassed the 
straights to the max and used some 
radical maneuvers in the corners but 
O'Driscoll’s tactics squelched every try. 
O'Driscoll exploded into the finish, 
Copier styled a second and Randy 
Wynhof collected the bucks for third. 

Eldon Copier (Hon) buzzed the 
holeshot when the 250cc Pros left the 
line, John ‘Archuleta (Suz) geared into 
second and Ron Merrill (Hon) held 
down third. The front three racers 
maintained their posts until O’Driscoll 
freed his mount from mid-pack and 
drove into combat territory. His first 
victim, Merrill, caught a rear knobby 
shot as O'Driscoll whipped by and 
prepared to battle with Archuleta. 
O'Driscoll chose a sweeper for the 
pass, then throttled away for a 
skirmish with Copier. The intended 
romp was squashed as the finish came 
up and Copier, O’Driscoll and Merrill 
retired to the pits. 

O'Driscoll hit the second moto with 
wild abandon and gassed to a 
stupendous lead while Dale Bohm 
(Hon) took over second. Jay Migliore 
(Suz) and Harold Wing. (Yam) were 
kept busy with Copier and he 
eventually squeezed around to capture 
third, Bohms intended attack on 
O'Driscoll was suddenly abandoned 
and he dug in to protect his second 
position from the challenge of Copier. 
Migliore took advantage of the rush 
and cut into third as Copier gassed a 
high pass. At the finish, O'Driscoll 
rode in for the win followed by Bohm, 
Migliore and Copier. Second place 
cash went to Copier and Bohm filled 
his pockets with third place bucks. 

As the Open Pro class left the line 
O'Driscoll (Suz) again held the ace 
spot while Jerry Sorenson (Hus) and 
Shane Burrows (Yam) drove the 
second and third lines.

Burrows relinquished the spot when 
Meacham dogged continously, then 
Meacham held the hammer down in a 
straightaway pass and beelined away 
to capture O'Driscoll.

The time tunnel... 
Oregon’s ‘‘Day 
After’’ fun trial

DEXTER, OR, SEPT. 2 

Actually, the dateline should be 
“Somewhere in Oregon.” Dexter 
is just the closest town; and this 
is more of a “people and places” 
travelogue than an organized event 
report. You see, I was having too 
much fun to be a “proper” working 
correspondent. 

I boogied straight from the Boeing 
factory gate in Seattle, south for 
uncharted regions of Oregon. Van was 
pre-loaded with dry duds, chilled 
munchies, bike, reserve petrol, and 
camping gear. Eight hours later, I was 
turning off 1-5 south of Eugene, 
fumbling for the small scrap of paper 


with Bud Mylerberg’s verbal directions 
scribbled on it. 

Up Hwy. 58, past Dexter, alongside 
the reservoir, all Bud's directions were 
falling in place; except I'd not yet seen 
any sign of a trials in progress. I was 
beginning to think I'd somehow 
overshot the site, when I glimpsed, in 
passing, a tiny sign on the right that 
said “National.” 

I whipped the ol’ van around and 
came back for a second, slower look. 
Sure enough, the little sign said 
“National;” and its little arrow 
pointed up a gravel-paved hole in the 
surrounding greenery. I nosed my 
cautious way up, coming to a fork in 
the road and another little sign that 
said “National.” This one pointed 
down a steep gravelly slope through 
the trees, with daylight out ahead. 
Sure enough, after slithering to the 
bottom, we (van and I) emerged in a 
narrow meadow — and there was the 
trials campsite. 

Lord, I thought, Ive been 
transported back in time. I couldn't 





help recalling an even older van, 
nearly 10 years ago, trials-hunting in 
central Illinois. We nearly missed this 
one tiny sign that said “trial;” followed 
it and its cousins for miles up a rutted 
dirt road; and discovered a hound dog 
trial in progress. .We found the 
motorcycle trial on the second try. 

But this was 1979, and this was truly 
the Oregon National round which has 
to rank as the most laid-back National 
on the circuit. 

So, I unlimbered my TY250, 
strapped on my camera case, and went 
off to join the fun — which had just 
started, as the last riders were into 
Trap One on their first loop. Hey, this 
was ol’ fashioned woods riding like I 
remembered from Iowa (only more 


rocks) — lotsa mud, slick roots, little ` 


creeks with mud banks and stony 
bottoms, tires packing up with goo 
and wanting to go every which way but 
straight, feet flailing, huffing and 
puffing. It took all day for the old 
tricks to start coming back; things like 
rolling through standing water at 
every opportunity to clean the tires off, 
keeping some revs up and letting the 
flywheel effect do the work, favoring 


rocks over dirt for traction even’ 


though they look nastier. By day's end 
I was winded, covered with mud, and 
happier than I'd been for years. 

I kept running into one tall, shaven- 
headed fella with a big movie camera 
in my travels. It turned out he was Jim 
Gillette, owner of the 400-acre trials 
site. After the National, he dropped 
by my van and invited me to stick 
around for their club fun trial the next 
day. Now I'd planned to charcoal my 
steak, catch a short nap, and split for 
home to write the National story at 
leisure. However, Jim was insistent. 
“Besides,” he said with an evil leer and 
an eye to the renewed rainfall, “you'll 
never get that thing up the hill 
tonight.” 


“That thing” was my nose-heavy "67 
Chevy van that has precious little 
directional control and even less 
traction in Oregon mud. I knew he 
had me. I was getting the itch and 
Gillette was reeling me in... “The 
Novice sections are going to be easy, 
but fun. You'll love it.” 

A word about Jim Gillette. Appar- 
ently, he’d had long hair until recent- 
ly. The shaved dome came from a 
lost bet (no further details forth- 
coming...). Either way, Gillette was 
an imposing figure, standing well over 
six feet and riding a Honda TL250 like 


` it was a kid’s toy. 


He bought into a BMW franchise 
years back, when nobody wanted it; 
grew prosperous, started a family (two 
boys), sold the bike shop at just the 
right time, and bought land. Lots of 
land, which he is slowly cultivating for 
all-around motorcycle use. 

He's also got this dog named 
Brindle. She’s about 13 years old, 
stands barely ankle high, looks to be 
part Boston bull and part Heinz 57. I 
didn’t know she existed until Sunday 
morning, as I was strolling the camp 
with Gillette, who was in the process of 
waking people up. (He has steel-belted 
lungs hooked up to a voice box 
salvaged from a steam calliope. Likes 
to sound off like Tarzan. When he 
hollers ‘“E-ah-ee-ah-eah! Rider’s 
meeting!,” people show up from the 
next county, rubbing their eyes and 
mumbling, “Rider's meeting? What 
rider's meeting?”’) 

Anyway, my first notice of Brindle 
was when something hit my ankle a 
resounding whack, followed by a 
muttering growl. I looked down, and 
there was this short little dog, who had 
just spit a rather hefty stick at my 








ankle and was growling at me. Since I 
seemed slow on the uptake, she picked 
up the stick, spit it at me again, and 
growled more insistently. I was not 
being invited, I was being commanded 
to throw the stick for her. 

I said, “OK, dog,” and heaved the 
stick as far into the deep woods as I 
could chunk it. Figured she'd wear 
herself out just trying to find it. No 
way. In seconds she was back, head 
high, proudly carrying the stick, which 
was nearly as big around as her head, 
and longer than she was. 

Jim, who had been watching with a 
kind of sloppy grin, told me, “You'll 
just waste your time with those little 
ones. For Brindle, you need a proper 
stick.” He hefted up a five-foot tree 
branch, balanced it like a javelin, and 
chucked it into the woods. It bounced 
off a tree some 20 feet up, and fell to 
the ground. Brindle was already there, 
waiting for it to land. “Shucks I was 
hoping it'd stick up there,” Jim was 
shaking his head. 

Sure enough, the challenge had 
proven inadequate. Within seconds, 
here came Brindle, threading the long 
branch between the tree trunks, When 
she reached clear ground, she found a 
balance point on that branch, 
grabbed it, hefted it clear off the 
ground, and pranced up to our feet 
with it. 

She was obviously proud of this one, 
for she was reluctant to let it go. Jim 
played tug-of-war gently at first, then 
finally picked the branch up full 
height. There was Brindle, still 
hanging from it by her jaws, growling. 
One of the visiting riders (obviously 
from Arizona) gulped, “Gawd, that’s 
not a dog, it’s a gila monster!” 

Oh, yeah — about the trial. It was 
neat. Jim was right about the Novice 
sections and I had a ball, dropping 
threes and fives all over the map to 
finish 12th of 13 Novices. They ran 
Novices in the morning, checked by 
Intermediate/Advanced/Expert riders; 
then we turned about and checked for 
them in the afternoon. 

I drew Trap One to observe. It was a 
re-hash of National Trap One from 
the day before and it was a bear. Easy 
to score, though. All I had to do was 
hold up three fingers, then watch to 
see if the poor devil rolled backwards 
for a five. I was really giving them the 
benefit of the doubt. (Lord knows, 
they'd been lenient with me in the 
morning.) 

When it was over, I really hated to 
leave. For two days, I'd stepped 
through a time door into a world I 
barely remembered. A world where 
people rode any ol’ scooter they could 
get their hands on and did their best; 
where an old-time dirt-tracker 
brought his family to watch, and left 
saying, “So this is a trial.

Well, Pocono was as safe a track as I 
have ever ridden on in the rain. I 
personally talked to the referee at the 
race and told him my feelings — 
which were shared by other riders — 
that we should go ahead and race. I 
asked the referee if I could voice the 
riders’ opinion at a meeting being held 
between the promoter and AMA 
officials. But the referee told me 
“Don’t worry, I'll stick up for the 
riders.” So instead of getting everyone 
together, I trusted him. 

Then they came back with the race 
cancelled. He (the referee) then told 
us that he was against it from the 
beginning, didn’t think we should ever 
race in the rain, and was against the 
idea from the start. And he told us 
this after everyone had bought rain 
tires. 

It comes down to this: I was lied to 
by people I respected, people who are 
supposed to work for us, the riders. As 
it turns out, the promoter got off the 
hook and saved his $27,000 purse 
money. Goodyear sold all their rain 
tires, and the riders as a whole lost, I 
would estimate, about $50,000. 








If that isn't enough, ae are now 


trying to keep us in suspense. The 
season is supposed to be over, but now 
I hear it may not be. There are a few 
people still trying to organize new 
races not on the sechedule, and the 
AMA officials are impossible to 
contact. My sponsor, Fujio 
Yoshimura, has called nearly every 
day, and for some reason Mike DiPrete 
and Bill Boyce can't come to the 
phone and haven't left official word 
with their secretaries. All we have 
gotten is the secretary's opinion that 
the season is over, but they're not sure. 
It makes me ashamed to be 
affiliated with such AMA nonsense.

In last week’s issue of CycleNews (Sept. 12, 1979), there appeared an 
article stemming from a BLM news release. The Phantom Duck of the 
Desert feels it is important to point out some of the “highlights” the 
BLM missed. 

The litigation was settled between the Duck and the BLM with a 
stipulation for dismissal, which was written by The Phantom Duck of 
the Desert's attorneys. The stipulation was an “agreement” between 
the Duck and the BLM. 

The agreement obligates the Duck to discourage people from 
participating in illegal events and make sure that Mr. J.R. Smith is 
content. 

The agreement aiso obligates the BLM, who recognize the 1978 trail 
ride should not have needed to have taken place, to discourage people 
from participating in illegal events. But a real highlight in the 
agreement is that the BLM will solicit public participation in a 
monitoring program for a 1979 Thanksgiving weekend event. Watch 
Cycle News and your local newspapers; the BLM will need your 
assistance. 

Mr. Gerald Hillier, Riverside District Manager for the BLM, has stated 
in court that at least 80 percent of the California Desert Conservation 
Area is available for ORV use. There are rules and regulations, so be 
sure to know the rules for the area you wish to enjoy.

Louis also forwarded to Papa a newspaper clipping from the Fontana 
Herald-News, a UPI report of the settlement. It included a few 
surprises. According to the author, the “agreement may lead to a legal 
(B-to-V) race this year instead of the ‘unorganized’ race staged last 
November.” And it continues further on stating, “The agreement 
provides that federal officials will consider issuing a permit for the 
race this year — denied last year on environmental grounds — if the 
motorcyclists and environmentalists develop a suitable plan to protect 
the desert.” 

The final shocker was found in the closing two paragraphs: “The 
American Motorcycle Association and the Sierra Club are working 
together on rules for a revial of the race, said Assistant U.S. Attorney 
James Arnold. The BLM is asking for public reaction, he said.’ 

”A trial race may be held on Oct. 12 to test the compromise, Arnold 
said.” 

McKey also took issue with several points in the BLM press release. 
He emphasized that it was the Phantom Duck people who wrote and 
submitted the six-point stipulation, not the BLM; the judge approved it 
and the BLM was “forced” to sign. The press release stated that “the 
defendants agreed that an event such as the 1978 Barstow to Las 
Vegas trail ride should not take place without a BLM permit.” McKey's

Morehead leads H-D factory 
team sweep of Syracuse Mile

SYRACUSE, NY, SEPT. 9 

Steve Morehead led teammates Corky Keener 

and Jay Springsteen across the finish line to give 

the Harley-Davidson factory team a 1-2-3 sweep 
g of the KRW-Helmets sponsored Syracuse Gold 


Cup Mile. Morehead nipped 
Keener at the line by a mere six 
inches to score the second Na- 
tional victory of his career. 

While the third place finish put a 
smile on defending Grand National 
Champion Jay Springsteen’s face, his 
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late season attempt to defend his 
crown received yet another; blow as 
current points leader Steve Eklund 
finished just behind Springer. With 
only three races remaining on the 
Winston Pro Series schedule, Eklund 
now has 250 points with Springsteen 
42 behind with 208. 
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Randy Goss, who caused the race 
tied for fecal 3 in the point standings 
with Springsteen, took turns swapping 
the lead with Morehead until mechan- 
ical problems, which first struck on the 
21st lap, dropped him to 12th at the 
finish. Goss is now third with 198 
points. 


Qualifying 

For the second consecutive year, it 
was Hank Scott who posted fastest 
qualifying time with a 36.986 second 
tour of the well-groomed Syracuse dirt 
oval. 


Rounding out the five fastest quali- 
fiers list were Steve Morehead, Randy 
Goss, Lance Jones and Garth Brow. 

Only 44 riders attempted to qualify 
for what should have been a 48-rider 
field. 


Heats 


‘The first 10-lap heat which would 


advance the first three finishers to the 
National was a four-man battle among 
eventual winner Hank Scott, runnerup 
Steve Eklund, third place finisher 
‘Scott Parker, and semi-bound. Garth 
Brow. 


Scott led Parker, who was aboard 
Corky Keener’s spare — his H-D 
XR750 had called it a day in practice, 
Eklund, Rick Hocking, and Brow 
across the line at the end of the first 
lap. Parker motored by Scott down the 
back straight to take the point on the 
second lap, but Scott took over the 
lead on the third lap and didn't 
relinquish it where it counts, until the 
eighth tour of the track. 


The final two laps were run as two 
separate battles — Scott vs. Eklund 
and Parker vs. Brow. 


Heat number two was led off the 
line by Steve Morehead and in the 
bunched pack charge on the opening 
lap was three-time Grand National 
Champion Bart Markel, who was 
making a return to National mile 
racing after an absence of several 
years. Markel had qualified third from 
last, and his day came to an end when 
he was “knocked down going into the 
third turn.” Markel dismissed the 
incident after the race. “If I had 
known I was going that slow I wouldn't 
‘have raced. I guess I knocked down a 
lot of guys in my time. Now guys are 
knocking me down,” said a grinning 
Markel. 

Markel’s get-off was obviously 
missed by the officials as Morehead 
took charge of the race, opening up a 
comfortable margin over Phil Darcy, 
Charles Roberts and Jackie Mitchell, 
who were fighting for second. 

Darcy’s race came to an end when 
he slid down entering turn one on the 
fifth lap, and a»lap later the red flag 
was displayed. 

A single restart took place after it 
was confirmed that both Markel and 
Darcy were OK. Morehead took over 
where he had left off as he led the field 
off the line. But he soon had.his hands 
full as Jackie Mitchell raced him side- 
by-side on laps seven, eight, nine and 
10. The checkered flag saw Morehead 
breakaway from Mitchell to win with 
third place finisher Billy Labrie a good 
distance ahead of a Roberts/Ted 
Boody dice which Chas won. 

Wiseco/Klotz sponsored Randy 
Goss had the pole for the third heat 
but any advantage that position gave 
him was negated by a slow start. Corky 
“Mr. Dirt” Keener led the opening lap 
with U.S. Army-sponsored Mike Kidd 
right on his rear fender. 

The next couple of laps saw. Keener 
open up a gap on the field as Kidd was 
dropped to fourth by Goss and Gary 
Scott. Scott's race came to an end on 
the third lap when he pitted with 
mechanical problems. 

Goss began a charge that pulled him 
up even with Keener on the sixth lap, 
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Saale a charge by Team E & H 
sponsored Steve Freeman gassed it by 
Kidd into third. 

Keener and Goss had the crowd up 
and screaming as they matched each 


-other's speed and lines through the 


next three laps. Keener dived into the 
third turn ahead of Goss and pulled 
off a strong drive out of turn four to 
take the checkered flag a couple of 


` bike lengths ahead. Freeman finished 


third. 

Alabama’s Lance Jones held the 
pole position for the fourth and final 
heat. The former Cycle News/East 
Rider of the Year said he was “fully 
recovered” from the injuries which 
have plagued him over the past two 
years and he proved it by turning in a 


. furious race with Texan Terry Poovey. 


While Poovey. and Jones were 
fighting over first, Jay Springsteen 
broke through Bubba Rush and Scott 
Pearson and ran third all by himself. 
Pearson dropped out on the’ seventh 
lap with mechanical problems that 
provoked a parting of the ways 
between him and his tuner: Bubba 
Pattman. 


Poovey’s Tex Peel/Bel-Ray XR 
nipped the Floyd Tapp XR of Jones’ at 
the line and the pair and third place 
finisher Springsteen advanced to the 
National. Bubba Rush finished 
fourth, nearly a half of a lap ahead of 
the rest of the field. 


Junior Invitational 

A 12-man field of “yellow plate” 
riders lined. up for a special 12-lap 
invitational race, but at the flash of 
starter Mike Anthony's green light it 
immediately turned into a five-man 
war among eventual winner Gene 
Church, Bob Crabbe, David Jones, 
Ricky Resweber, and Noot Irvin. 


The quintet turned in the most 
spectacular race of the day as they ran 
three and four abreast down the 
straights. As one veteran race watcher 
noted, “They don’t have much if any 
experience on the mile and they don’t 
really know how to work the draft. But 
that’s neat because they're putting on 
one helluva show.” 

The “one helluva show” lasted right 
down to the finish line as Church, 
Crabbe ‘and Jones finished in what 
appeared to be a dead heat, with 
Resweber and Irvin just inches back. It 
took a few minutes for the officials to 
decide who won, and while they were 
making up their minds, announcer 
Roxy Rockwood summed up the 
crowd’s feelings by saying, “They're all 
winners. They should all get the 
trophy.” But the man who -carried 
home the trophy was Church, who was 
aboard a Tilley H-D of Statesville, 
North Carolina-sponsored XR. 
Semis 

With only the first two finishers 
advancing to the National, the pair of 
semis were do-or-die battles. 

The first 10-lap semi was won by 
former rodeo rider Rick Hocking, but 
only. after mechanical problems 
dropped out his competition. After 
leading the first seven laps, Brow was 
the first to drop out — pulling out of 
the race in turn two on the eighth lap. 

Arai Helmets sponsored Ted Boody 
then took over second behind 
Hocking, but he dropped out on,the 
white flag lap, and Hocking was home 
free. 


The attrition also benefited 
Canada’s Michel Mercier as he took 
the second and last advancement spot 
just ahead of Billy Schaeffer. 

The second semi was originally 
gridded with only eight riders, but 
sharp-thinking Chuck Palmgren and 
former Grand National Champion 
Gary Scott wheeled their bikes out and 
convinced referee Charlie Watson that 
they rightfully deserved a starting slot. 

Bubba Rush led Mike Kidd and the 





rest of the now 10-man field across the 
start/finish line at the end of laps one 
and two, but Kidd dropped out of the 
race on the third lap. Taking over the 
runnerup spot was Gary Scott and 
after nine laps of looking at Rush's 
rear tire, it was Rush who was doing 
the looking when the checkered flag 
fell. Behind Scott and Rush came a 
three-way fight that saw rookie Expert 
Tommy Duma take third ahead of 
Tom Josephson and Steve Dallefeld. 
Trophy Race 

Tommy Duma led all 12 laps of the 
consolation event to pick up his first 
kiss from Ms. Winston, Lynn Griffis. 
But Duma’s all-the-way win by far not 
a sure thing as the initial laps 
produced a nine-rider fight among 
Duma, Billy Schaeffer, Tom Berry, 
Ricky Campbell, Marty Bushman, 
Steve Dallefeld, Tom Josephson, Peter 
Grant and Kenny McDonald.

in turn one on the-11th lap and Duma 
headed Grant for the win with R.W. 
Josephson Grading-sponsored Tom 
Josephson taking third, 

Duma was happy as he publicly 
thanked his sponsors — O’Brien 
Flowmetrics and Warren (Ohio) H-D. 
“That was nice. Now we're going to go 
out and win a National,” said Duma.

Terry Poovey, by virtue eof his fastest 
heat win, pushed his Doug Sehl XR to 
the pole position for the 25-lap 
National, with Keener, Hank Scott, 
Morehead, Jones and Goss joining 
him on the front row. Lining up on 
row two were Eklund, Mitchell, 
Springsteen, Freeman, Parker and 
Labrie, with Hocking, Gary Scott, 
Mercier and Rush rounding out the 
field on the third row. 

The opening lap was led by Randy 
Goss with Parker, Keener, Poovey, 
Morehead, Labrie and the rest of the 
field right behind. 

Seventeen-year-old Scott Parker 
held the point position for the next two 
go-arounds and the race quickly 


. shaped up into a nine-man “freight 


train.” 

Laps four and five were led by Goss 
at the Start/finish line with Parker the 
point man on laps six, seven and eight. 
Morehead led the field on the ninth 
lap, but a lap later it was Parker back 
in the lead. 

By lap 12 there had been 14 lead 
changes around the track and the 
order read Morehead, Parker, Keener, 
Goss, Poovey, Hank Scott, Labrie, 
Eklund and Springsteen — all wheel to 
wheel in a long, snaking, drafting line. 

The race continued in the same 


- furious manner, and by the 17th lap, 


there had been 23 lead changes with 
the straightaway drafting moves 
shuffling the order around on every 
la ? 
Ove the next few laps the field 
began to stretch out and one-on-one 
and multi-rider battles became the 
order of the day. 

Up front, it was Morehead and Goss 
going at it all around the oval. Right 
behind them Keener had his hands full 
with Jay. Springsteen, who had put on 
a several lap charge which moved him 
right up into the run for the big 
money. The order behind the front- 
running four with five laps remaining 
was Parker, Eklund, Labrie, Hank 
Scott, Freeman, Hocking, Poovey and 
Rush. 

Gone by the 20th lap were Jackie 
Mitchell, who pulled off the track just 
past the starting lights on the initial 
lap; Lance Jones, who broke off the 
line as well; Michel Mercier; and Gary 
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Scott, who dropped out after receiving 
the move over blue flag while 
circulating slowly with a missing 
engine. 

Randy Goss led the 21st lap, but 
then Lady Luck pulled a nasty one on 
the young Michigan rider and he 
dropped from the race with 
mechanical problems on the next lap. 

Goss’ retirement apparently left 
Morehead with the win, but a Keener/ 
Springer drafting dice quickly moved 
them up on Morehead’s rear wheel, 
The last few laps saw the trio of 
Harley-Davidson factory riders 
probing away at each other as they set 
up for the last mile of the day. 

It was anybody's race as the trio 
exited turn four and headed for the 
checkered flag. Morehead had the 
point, and Keener and Springsteen 
pulled out of his draft as they neared 
the line with. Keener pulling alongside 
of Morehead. But it was Morehead 
who hung on to win.as his front wheel 
crossed the chalk line six inches ahead 
of Keener's front wheel, and just a few 
more inches ahead of Springsteen's. . 

Morehead was jubilant as was his 
family who had traveled from their 
home in Findlay, Ohio, to witness 
Steve add the Syracuse National win.to 
his only previous National victory 
which occurred at Pittsburgh last year. 

“Damn, I'm tickled to death,” said 
Morehead. “I looked down at the 
finish line and saw my front tire hit it 
just before the guy next to me, Then I 
looked over and saw it was Corky and I 
was even more tickled. Then I looked 
back and saw Springer and I said 
‘Alright!’ to myself. We did it! This win 
really (pumps me up for Pittsburgh 
next week. I want to thank AFM/ 
Harley-Davidson, Lubri-Tech, TC’s 
Fass Gas, MXL and especially my 
tuner Steve Storz.” 

Runnerup Corky Keener, who lost 
his “full” membership on the Harley- 
Davidson team to Morehead after last 
season, said, ‘I ran the race the way I 
planned it — running up near, the 
front until the last lap when I gave it 
my best shot. But my best shot was six 
inches short. I'm happiest over the fact 
that I finished second and Scottie 
Parker finished fifth, with both of us 
riding bikes built by my tuner Al 
Stangler.” Keener lists his sponsors as 
“Self/AMF H-D” due to the fact that 
while H-D supplies the bikes, he is no 
longer salaried. 


Jay Springsteen was covered with_ 


dark Syracuse Mile dirt and he 
quipped, “You can. tell who was 
behind by my dirty face.” When asked 
if he thought he could still pull off the 
championship, Springer said, “I don’t 
really know. It’s pretty tight. I'll give it 
my best shot.” 

Points leader Steve Eklund’s last lap 
pass of Parker was good for 11 points, 
just two less than Springsteen’s 13 for 
third. With just three races remaining, 
Springer would have to average 14 
points per event.to overtake Eklund if 
the Californian didn’t gain another 
point. It might take more than 
Springsteen's “best shot” to pull it off 
for the defending champ. o

BLUE RIDGE, AZ, AUG. 26 


With the beautiful Arizona sun filtering down 
through majestic Ponderosa Pines, Marland 
Whaley prepared for the seventh round of 
the AMA/NATC National Trials Series. Run-. 


ning three times through 14 traps 
at an altitude of 7,500 feet didn’t 
seem to slow this champion one 
bit. On loop number one, he 
touched down only seven times; loop 
number two was somewhat better, 
with six dabs, but on loop three, he 
scored a perfect “0” for a total of 13 in 
the three runs. When it was over he 
had clinched the AMA/NATC 
National Championship Observed 
Trials Series title. 

Everyone was watching for a battle 
of the stars between Whaley and Lane 
Leavitt as they tackled the heights of 
Arizona. But Lane stumbled down the 


hill 14 times the first run and 13 times _ 


the second time and, really feeling 
badly, the third run took 17 to wind 
up with 44 and sixth place. 

Who, then came in second? Morgan 
Kavanaugh from Colorado with 12-10- 


‘leader, but still high off. the ground. 


Riding Morgan's tail was another 
Colorado rider, Bill Burgener with 
steps numbering 10-12-11 for 33. 

The real wing-to-wing battle was for 
fourth place between jockeys Jack 
Stites and Dan Suffin, both taking a 
total of 36 steps to get off the ground 
in the three runs. But the Tennessee 
mountain boy won out with 26 cleans, 
leaving Dan on his tail with 23 cleans 
to pick up fifth. 

David Burke took just two steps too 
many to beat Lane Leavitt out of sixth 
place, although he gained with each 
loop, — starting with 17 the first run, 
15 for number two, and number three 
was only 13 for 45 at the finish. 

The traps set up by Babe Sarver and 
his hard-working crew from Central 
Arizona Trials Association took their 
toll on the other 13 as the scores

Burke bags the beaver

Bultaco rider Dave Burke, one of those Rocky 
Mountain boys and three-time winner of Col- 
orado’s prestigious Ute Cup, demolished the 
opposition with an 11-point third loop to win 


Oregon’s “Beaver National” trials 
round. With the championship 
already sewn up by Marland 
Whaley in Arizona, this next-to- 
last in the AMA/NATC series de- 
veloped into a plain ol’ fun trial for the 
diehard travelers of the National 
circuit (about 40 in all). 

This event, Northwest's regional 
round, was a joint effort of Washing- 
ton and. Oregon trialers of the Pacific 
Northwest Trials Association. Roughly 
a seven-mile loop of 15 sections was 
laid out on 400 acres of primo trials 
ground owned by local enthusiast Jim 
Gillette. The meet had enough mud, 
warm drizzle and mossy rocks to have 
warmed an Irishman’s heart (or a New 
Englander’s, for that matter), as rain 
and fitful sunshine alternated through- 
out the day. 

Picture, if you will, a semi-rain 
forest scene — a creek bottom lined by 
moss-boled trees and swaying ferns. A 
warm shower is trickling down 
through the layers of leaves, even as 
the sun pokes through the clouds once 
more. Steam is rising everywhere: 
from the soaked greenery, the muddy 
creek banks, and from the bodies and 
bikes of those few who have labored to 
be here — a checker, a handful of 
spectators and contestants, a photo- 
grapher or two. 

The observer yells “rider,” and a 


half-dozen competitors clear out of the 
section. Up the creek bottom 
scrambles a rider wearing one of the 
ubiquitous AMA/NATC competitors’ 
bibs; trying at first to look good, and 
at last to just keep moving for a 
“three.” Then another, and another. 
From each, the section exacts its toll, 
as slimy moss-covered stones conspire 
to throw the motorcycle’s wheels every 
way but where the rider wants to go. 

The checker punches each entrant's 
scorecard, then it’s off up the slick, 
muddy loop trail, bounding and 
slithering over jumbled tree roots, to 
the next section. Occasionally, one will 
hear, in the distance, a shrill war- 
whoop: “Wa-HOO! — Crackle-rustle- 
CRUNCH!” as another hapless rider 
encounters a mud-ski slope aimed at a 
bottomless thicket of rotting branches. 
As one PNTA clubber quipped, “The 
sections were hard, the loop trail was 
horrible, and the riders loved it!” 

Sure enough, under the mud, sweat 
and steam, the grins were there, along 
with a bit of gallows humor as riders 
joked about their chances of making it 
through another loop alive. It was 
good expert trail, even under the best 
of conditions. 

Fleeting impressions: Wiltz Wagner 
(winner of the Senior class) emitting a 
war-whoop and flashing a triumphant 
grin upon cleaning the giant rock slab 
that’s part of the loop trail between 





sections nine and 10 — after “fiving” it 
on his first loop... An Oregon native, 
checking trap eight, lecturing between 
riders on the fine points of riding slick 
rock... Bill Brokaw, “Done in at a lap 
and a half” with a smashed foot. ; .Ole 
Thordarson in trap 10, saying, “It’s 
gettin’ harder; I better ride it before 
that rock moves” (it moved, under 
Ole, about halfway up the rock 
staircase section)...Bruce Davis, 
lookin’ good in seven, only to crash 
heavily and DNF, avoiding spectators 
on the loop trail. 


Sections six and seven, both in the 
creek bottoms, were acknowledged the 
hardest of the loop, collecting an 
almost unbroken string of threes and 
fives from all who entered. Tom 
Hedwall got the first “one” in trap 
seven; there were no cleans reported 
there. 

Sections one and 15 were laid out 
close to camp on a larger outcropping 
of rock straddling a stream outlet, and 
as such, were the most-watched 
spectator traps. Number one was 
mostly a hard, scrambling climb over 
the rocks, while 15 vaulted the rider 
over a log into a watery pool and out 
up a steep slab, then left over jumbled 
rocks to a sharp pitch-over, then down 
a steep slope over more rocks, through 
a bog, then climbing turn over rocks to 
the exit — a long and, at times, scary 
section. 

Winner Dave Burke got the first 
clean in this monster during his second 
loop; eventual fourth-place man 
Dennis Seiler (Mon) managed to clean 
it (with a triumphant warwhoop) on 
his third try. Keith Adams (Bul), who 
cleaned trap 10 on his third try and 
put together good rides everywhere 
else, took second over Morgan 
Cavanaugh (Bul). Up through the 


second loop, it could have been 
anybody's trial, with several riders 
posting loop scores in the high 20's and 
ultra-low 30's. But when that 11-point 
third loop for Burke went up on the 
board, the assembly just said “Oh, 
wow!” and started counting points for 
second. 

Guy Bodin (Bul) came in muddy 
and bedraggled on his grace period to 
win the Sportsman (Support) class by 
less than a point over Richard 
Cavanaugh (Bul). Itinerant moto- 
journalist Len Weed (Bul) was second 
Senior behind Wiltz Wagner. (Yeah, 
we're all gettin’ old... L.C.) 

In finishing eighth, Michigan's Bob 
Hopkins rode the smallest bike entered 
in Championship class, a 175cc 
Yamaha. Close tie of the day was the 
100-point dead heat for third in the 
Sportsman class between Tom Foy 
(Bul) and Pete Rudnick (Bul). When 
they showed dead even on cleans and 
ones (1/5), the scorers were ready to 
tear their hair out. Foy broke the tie 
on twos, 4-2. 

The trophies (two for Championship 
class and one each for Sportsman and 
Senior) were both unique and 


` appropriate. Each was a chainsaw- 


carved comic beaver on a stump; done 
by a local artist especially for the 
“Beaver National.” And please, no 
wisecracks about beaver being hard to 
come by these days; there were enough 
comedians at the trophy presentation. @

Cota cats take 
1-2 at Donner

The famed Donner Ski Ranch was the site of 
the final round of the AMA/NATC National 
Championship Trials Series for 1979. While 
the trial was rather anti-climactic because the 


Number One plate had been de- 
termined at the Arizona round, 
it is a tribute to the riders that 
the competition for the remain- 
ing ranking was so fierce. 

Trialsmaster, Bruce Monighan pro- 
vided a good variety of sections which 
made for a fine day of riding. As Tom 
Cullen said, “There are only two 
people who can provide water sections 
for a trial, God and Norm Sayler.” 
Norm, who owns the Ski Ranch, 
opened a reservoir gate which sent 
water rushing through several of the 
sections. 

The high elevation of the trial site 
made for a cool day of riding as the 
first rider departed at 8:30 a.m. The 
loop was ridden twice with 20 sections 
for the Championship class, and 15 
sections for the Sportsman and Senior 
classes. 

One of the most crowd-pleasing sec- 
tions was number four. Located in a 
wet creek bed with a large step mid- 
way through, the section took its toll of 
five mark losses from many riders, 
including Whaley, on the first 
attempt. i 

It was the step that caused most of 
the problems, but Dave “Crash” 
Cooper added to his legend by not 
only failing the section, but also going 
back ànd making two more attempts 
to negotiate the rock step before 
accepting failure. 

The challenge of many of the 
sections led riders who had fived early 
in, to pick up their feet and attempt to 
“clean” the remaining portion purely 
for their own satisfaction. 

Section 17, for the Championship 
class only, demanded both riding skill 
and bike control. A huge rock slab 
climb with a left turn at the top 
leading to a large rock step, then a 
right turn to descent another steep 
slab to the exit. Several lines were 
available. Whaley was the first rider to 
clean the section, while Jack Stites 
followed his lead. Newcomer Scott 
Head bashed into a large rock and 
holed his case but managed to 
complete the day. 

At the end of the first loop, Whaley 
was ahead in the Championship class 
with 28 marks lost, Stites in second 
with 30 and Marv Heath was in third 
with 32 marks. 

Wiltz Wagner held a three-mark 
lead over Jack. Batchelor, Sr. in the 
Senior class and Dave Pyle was the 
leader in the Sportsman class. 

The second loop proved to be quite 
interesting as over half of the Cham- 
pionship class riders lost more marks 
than they had on the first loop while 
the Sportsman and Senior riders 
improved their scores. 

Dave Burke earned a listing in the 








records book on this loop by posting 
the only clean of the day on section 10 
and the first recorded clean in the last 
two years. 

The most difficult section was 
number 20 which also posted only one 
clean ride. Whaley was the man, but 
there were several excellent attempts 
and near misses by other riders. Young 
and upcoming Scott Head, in spite of 
choosing a difficult line, had a very 
good ride. 

At the end of the day, Marland 
Whaley had claimed his sixth National 


_ win this year and regained the United 


States title that he had lost to Bernie 
Schreiber last year. 

Jack Stites was second overall and 
Marv Heath, absent from most of this 
year’s Nationals, was in third place. 
David Burke, who had claimed his 
first-ever National win two days earlier 
in Oregon was fourth. 

Senior class winner was Wiltz 
Wagner who took top honors as he had 
done for most of the series. Gil Smith 
was second. 

The fiercest competition of the day 
was in the Sportsman class which 
ended with only a four mark differ- 
ence in the first four places. Rick 
Bieniak, fourth at the end of the first 
loop, really turned it on for the second 
go-round and jumped into the overall 
win with 85 marks, Tom Foy with 86 
was second followed by Dave Pyle with 
87 and Pete Rudnick with 88. 

That wraps it up for the 1979 
Nationals. It was a personal triumph 
for Marland Whaley who overcame 
the frustrations of a disappointing 
1978 season, and proved decisively 
that he had lost none of his flair and 
skill. 

The outlook for the 1980 series is 
very exciting with many new, young 
and strong riders who helped to make 
this year so memorable with many 
remarkable accomplishments. 

Now everyone has scattered for 
home, back to riding local events, but 
the memories and personal victories 
will be recounted many times. Along 
with, “If I had only” and “Just wait till 
next year...” 

And that is what trials is all about! @

Bast edges 
Bassett in 
U.S. Open 
Speedway 
Championship

Mike Bast, winner of six nation- 
al speedway titles in Speedway 
Racing Association competition, 
ventured eastward from his Cali- 


fornia home to beat the best in the 
East and Canada at Champion Speed- 
way’s U.S. Open Speedway Champion- 
ship. 

Bast was enthusiastically received by 
the fans and said that he would be 
back next year to defend his crown, 


Easterner Hank Bassett split up the 
winner's circle as Californian Gene 
Woods placed third in the champion- 
ship. 

The event was a two day program 
with 40 riders scheduled to ride. The 
top 20, after a 40 heat program Satur- 
day, would qualify for Sunday's semis. 
Each rider rode four times in the 
scratch heats. 

Rivalries began to blossom as the 
first heat took the track. 

Jim Pierce and “Pistol” Pete At- 
water blasted to wins in their first two 
heats. Gene Woods followed suit to 
equal their performance. 

“Mean” Gene Bonsignore and Ken 
Gehres closed out the day by winning 
in their third and fourth heats. Defen- 
ding champ “Storm’n” Norman 
Robinson earned wins in his first and 
third rides. 

As an indication of things to come, 
both Bassett and Bast methodically 
took wins in all four of their heats. 
Bassett, the crowd favorite, earned 
second here in the first National in 
1977. In 1978 he placed third behind 
Norm Robinson and Bobby Schwartz. 

Bast was decievingly fast and very 
nonchalant as he waved going down 
the straights indicating he was number 
one. 

As Sunday's starting time ap- 
proached so did the rain. After an 
hour and a half delay, the rain stop- 
ped and racing began. 

Canadian Gary Ford won the first 
heat followed by a very fast Gene 
Woods. Woods had raced seven 
straight days before making his trek 
east to champion. Warren Diem stole 
the lead from the master, Mike Bast, 
to take top honors in the second heat. 

Maely mounted, Brian Bishop, 
showed style and talent, but- was 
plagued with problems including an 





early crash through the wall on Satur- 
day. 

Norm Robinson worked for a pair of 
second places. He grabbed the lead 
from Jody Garris in the third round. 
Robinson had fallen a few weeks 
earlier and bruised his tail-bone. 
Coupling: the injury with the bumpy 
track made his attempt to retain his 
crown a painful one. Bassett pulled 
off four more perfect wins. Diem’s up- 
set over Mike Bast gave him a one 
point advantage over Bast. 


With Bassett and Bast filling spots 
for the final, a run-off was needed to 
break a tie between four riders. 
“Rowdy” Rick Stone, Gene Woods and 
a flashy sixteen-year-old Lance King 
all had ten points. An outstanding ef- 
fort by Ken Gehres with two wins and 
two seconds earned him ten points as 
well. Stone was riding with a broken 
leg fitted with a special cast to fit in- 
side his foot. 

King grabbed the lead on the start, 
but Stone. went outside in turn one. 
Stone nearly got past as King wheelied 
out of turn two. Ken Gehres slipped by 
Stone the second time around. In turn 
three, on the last lap, Woods bobbled. 
He regained his balance and motored 
past King to take a spot in the final 
along with King. 

Just prior to the first of four final 
heats it started to rain. As the riders 
walked on to the track and crowd star- 
ted chanting Bassett, Bassett in 
unison. Bassett said, “These people 
are crazy and I love it” 

Bassett rocketed into the lead down 
the back straight. Bast slid through 
the mud narrowly missing the wall in 
turn four. King went. down. Bast 
passed Bassett on lap three and went 
on to win. 

Bassett’s bike drowned in the mud 
and would not start for the second 
heat. Pete Atwater loaned him a bike. 
The rain fell even harder as they lined 
up. This heat was all Bassett as he 
roosted Bast in turns one and two. 
Bast got a face full. Gene Woods 
crashed in turn three. King finished 
third. 

The third heat was the height of this 
two man dual. Woods and King were 
out. Bast took the holeshot so the roles 
were reversed. Bassett got the roost 
and Bast got the win. 

At this point Bast was leading 8-7. 
To force a tie, Bassett had to win. The 
tension was high. Woods bent the rib- 
bon on the first start. Next, the gate 
malfunctioned. Bassett and Bast raced 
a lap with Hank falling in the muddy 
turn four. Woods led at the restart 
with Hank second. Bassett went wide 
in turn four and let Bast by. Bast 
caught Woods before the checkered 
flag fell to prove he’s still the champ. ®
